more expoſed ; and in order to a 
farther diſcovery of their pernitzous 
Errors, I have (according to my 
ſmall Tallent) caſt in my Mite ; 
which I hope will not be unaccep- 
table ro Your Lordſhips, who are 
ſet as Overſeers of the Church ; 
and cannot but be. affected with 
ſorrow, when you ſee ſo many, 
(and ſome of them well meaning 
Souls) incorporate themſelves into 
the Communion of this Erronious 
Sect ; and indeed the moſt: dange- 
rous, becauſe the moſt prevailing : 
Bur, I hope, they are at the heighth, 
and their Folly is ſo manifel(t, and 
their Errors are fo diſcoverd ; that 
as St. Paul writing co Timothy ſaid, 
that as Faunes and Zambres withſtood 
Aſes 3 fo did many in his days 
hold dangerous Errors ; and fo 
will- 
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willfully perſiſted in them that they 
reliſted the Truth; who were Men 
of corrupt minds, and not only fo, 
but Reprobares concerning the Faith 
of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt : Burt Sr. 
Paul comforts hunſelf, - and his Son 
Timothy (to whom he had given di- 
vers things in charge ) ſaying, They 
ſhall procced no further, for their 
Folly ſhall be made manifeſt to all 


- Men: And I am perſwaded, that 


both the Folly and Danger of this 
erroneous Sect will be ſo manifeſt in 
a little time, that the gangrene of 
their Hereſ1ie ſhall prevail no far- 
ther, which God of his mercy grant 
for Chriſt's ſake.

From which it is both clear and Plain from 
Matter of Fat. That the Quakers not only 
claim to theraſelves the Name of the Church, 
but alſo that Infallibility to themſelves, e- 
qual to that of Kome; and that themſadves 
are Infal:ible; and upon that foot, their Sen- 
rences upon their Diſciples ſo pronounced, are 
Obligatory, and ought to be Indiſpenſibly o- 
beyed, whether they be convinced of the 
Truth or Certainty of this their Judgment 
thus pronounced or no: And if this be nor 
Rank Popery, I would fain know from 
George Whitehead what is; nor will their 
pretence to their being lead by the Spirit of 
God to give this Judgment be a Salvo ; unlcſs 
they can give a better Demonſtration for their 
ſo ſaying, then their bare Affirmation; for 
that every Church may pretend to the Lead- 
ing and Guidance of the Spirit of God as well 
as the Quakers: And hence I conclude, that 
if the Infallible Quakers Church, impoſe any 
thing on their Ditciples, by Vertue of thcir 
Infallible Authority, to be 1ndifpenſibly obey- 
ed; that ſhe produce a miracle toconfirin 
and ratifie both her Commiſſion and Sen- 
tence ; or clic grant that ſhe own Infallibiluy 

in the ſame Senſe the Papiſts do. 
Again, that .the Quakers account them- 
ſelves the only Church ; and as ſuch —

By which 'tis manifeſt, that the Quakers 
and Papiſts do not difagree about the Do- 
&rine of Infallibility, and the power of their 
Sentences; and that the Diſciples of each 
ought to obey whether they be perſwaded 
in their Conſciences of the Truth or Certain- 
ty of their Sentence or not: They only dif- 
fer who of them twain be the Church : The 
one pretends to Miracles, ſo do the other ; 
ſee the Papiſt Legends, and Fox's Journal. 
And *tis plain that the- Quakers, as well as 
the Papiſts ſay, That the Sentence cf their 
Church, whether by a ſingle Perſon or Per- 
ſons Afſembled in Council, once pronounced 
1s obligatory upan their Diſciples, and not ro 
be rejected as the Dictares of fallible Men ; 
«For (ſay the Quakers as well as the Papiſts) 
«There never will, nor can be wanting in 
© Caſe of controverſy, the Spirit of God to 
«give Judgment through ſome or other inthe 
«Church, ſo long as any Aſſembly can pro- 
©perly, or in any tollerable ſuppofition be fo 
<rermed, Cc. 

Upon theſe and the like Poſitions ſome diſ- 
ſenting Quakers ſome Years fince, charged 
the Foxonian Quakers with holding Romiſh 
Principles, 1. That we are to believe as the 
Church believe, 2. That the Church cannot 
err, 
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err, 3. That She hath power to bind and looſe 
(as Gro, Fox did acknowledge he had; See 
Tyranny and Hypocriſy detefted, Grc- p. 4x. 
Friends, altho' I have not told it you, I do now 
declare it, I have power to bind and to looſe 
whom I] pleaſe) 4. That 'tis abominable Pride 
not to ſubmit ro her Judgment(z.e.the Church) 
She having always the Infallible Spirit, &c. 
which faid 4 Poſitions G, Whitehead in his 4- 
poſtate Incend, &c. recites and very fairly 
vindicates them, read p.16, 17. viz. To the 
firſt I Aﬀirm, © That the True

*and Apoſtate Generation, the Mational 
© Miniſtry hath received a Deadly Blow, by 
© our diſcovering and witnefling againſt their 
*forced Maintenance and Tythes, againſt 
« which we have Teſtined by many cruel Suf- 
©farings of all kinds, as our Chronicles ſhall 
© make known to Generations to come : S0 
«that their Kingdom in the hearts of Thou- 
©ſands, begin to totter and looſe its Strength, 
« and ſhall affuredly fall ro the! Grounds So 
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© do we by coming to Righteouſneſs, weaken 


©the Strength of their Kingdom who judge 
© for Reward the Nation ſhall come to 
© be disburthened of that deceitful Title of 
© Lawyers, as well as Prieſts, &c, 

But notwithſtanding the Quakers deadly 
Blow which they Dream they have given 
the Prieſts and Lawyers; they neither ſhake 
nor totter, but do continue as ftrong and 
their Foundation is as firm as when they 
begun to Strike ; So that their Prophecy and 
Chronicles ſeems to prove Abortive, But 
W. Rogers wrote a ſmart Book againſt this of

ſtingu:ſhed, &rc, which did ſtrike a deadly Blow 
againſt the Quakers Image of Church Go- 
vernment, to which Thomas Ellwood, as R.

© juſt Indignation riſe in my Soul againſt that

*the Truth and People of the Lord p. 152. 
<and he unto whom all Power is given in 
© Heaven and Earth, who is and will be with 
© his Church to the End of the World, ha- 
«< ving now as well as then, given Gifts unto 
<Men, and endowed them with Power from 
*on high; inveſted ſome with an Heavenly 
© Authority in the Truth, for the Edification

Reader, I have taken enough of Ellword's 
Antidote, which is as ſtrong-ſented of Po- 
pery, as Rob. Barklys Anarchy; and yet 
neither of them exceed oſiah Coal : However 
they [like Ahabs falſe] Prophets all agree 


in their main Fundamentals. And I ſhall 


ſhew from thence how arrantly they vye 
it with the Apoltles, who were divinely In- 
ſviced, and gifted with Miracles to confirm 
their Commitſton: For ſay the Quakers, you 
may as well reject the Epiſtles of the Apo- 
ſtles as theirs; Afrming, that if any ſquirt 
any fth upon Geo. Fox or the Quakers, it 
muſt inevitably fall upon the Apoſtles. A- 
gain, if any reject the Epiſtles of Geo. Fox, 
&c. They conſequently vilite and reject St. 
Pauls Epiſtles; and Coal gives a Reaſon for 
it t00, vi%, Whereas Chriſt ſaid, Fohn 5.22. 
*For the Father Judgeth no Man, but hath 
* committed all Judgment to the Son, 27. 
And hath given him Authority to Execute 
Jul1gment alſo, Becanſe he is the Son of Man, 
Marth, 28.18, And Jeſus [who was Born of 
the Virgin] came and ſpake unto them ſay- 
ing, Af Power 1s given unto Me, in Heaven 
and in Earth, ſo 1 ſay Coals Reaſon is, be- 
cauſe afl Judgment 1s committed to the 
Light, therefore the Light that is in the 
Quakers muit be Judge of all Controverſies. 
His Doctrine Teacherh, that all Judgment

Thus do they aflert their po- 
wer to be the ſame with the Apoſtles; thar 
their Light hath tbe ſame power ro judge, 
to command, to give precepte, as Jeſus of 
N:zarcth, the Son of Man had: For totheir 
Light, all power in Heaven and Earth is 
given: Oh Horird Blafphemy ! im the high- 
eſt degree. Again, ſee Ellwood's Anticote once 
more, Þ. 149. 141. Paxl ſpeaks of the Au- 
thority given him of the Lord. Did he u- 
© ſurp Authority? did he exerciſe a Power 
© that belonged not unto him? doth he nor 
©fay expreſly, rhat the Lord had given ir 
*©unto him? and wilt thou (William) charge 
*him with falicthood 2 come, William, give 0- 
ever trifiing , and ſpeak out plain, cither

Men, as all Cities. and Towns. where they 
live, and with whom they deal, know right

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well; tho' they like the ancient Hereticks, 
the Donatiſts and Pelagians, profeſs a ſinleſs 
Perfection, who as I have read, concluded 
that a conſtant practice of .confeſfion did im- 
ply a conſtant coutfe ef finning, ro whom St.

© member, I chanced upon this ſweet Sen- 
© tence of St. Pax x Tim, 1. 15. It is a true 
*ſfaying, and worthy of all Men to be em-

© chief and principal. This one Sentence thro'

ſhall not find an Expreffion of that nature, 
G. Keith (who ſtill bears that name, tho' he is 
ſtparated Trom them and their Errors) excep- 
r<d: [have George Whutchead's Book, Zudg- 
ment Fixed by me; wherein there isa Prayer, 
containing near 5 Pages, but not a word of 
that nature ; bur like the Phariſee, applauds 
himſelf, and difdains others; ſaying, * Thou 
knoweſt O Lord, that thou haſt endued me 
*with a Chriſtian Spirit, and with Faith, Pati- 
ence, and ReJoycing under all my Sufferings ; 
© yet thou haſt endued me with a Spirit of 
© Righteous, Judgment , Underſtanding , 
* and Zeal for thy Holy Name, @&c. 

Here he tells the Worid, as well as God, 
that he hath a Righteous Judgment, a Righ- 
reous Underſtanding, and a Righteous Zeal ; 
yea, þ Chriſtian Spirit and Patience, and he 
goes on, Without any confeſſion of Sin, or any 
thing of that nature; no, that's below him: 
It is enough for ſuch Men as /ſaiab, fob, Dani- 
el, David, Fobn the Evangeliſt, and Pasl the 
Apoſtle, and other Apoſtles, Prophers, and 
Martyrs, to make ſuch Addrefles, and not for 
ſuch high grown Phariſees as the Quakers;who 


fay, 
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ſay, they know who are Saints, who are De- 
vils, and who are Apoſtates, . without ſpeak- 
ing evera word; and that they are furniſhed 
at all times, on all occaſions, and in all caſes, 
with diſcerning and judgment ; Infomuch, 
that they need no Man to give them diſcer- 
ning, or to inform their Judgments ; far they 
pretend always to be ready furniſhed, ſee 
their Book, 7adas and the fews, &c. p.F8, 
Where they teach this Doctrine, ſuirable to 
Whitehead's Prayer;who therein ſay, in his own 
Commendation, that he hath a Righteous 
Judgment, a Righteous Underſtanding, a 
Righteous Zeal; and the like may be ſaid of 
the Prayers of Stephen Criſp, Richerd Aſbly, 
W. Bingly, and others, whoſe Papers are Print- 
ed at the end of their Sermons. Ina word, your 
laying aſide the Lord's Prayer, the TenCom- 
mandments, the Apoſtles Creed, and the like 
Chriſtian Practices ; not only. wholly in yoar 
Meetings for Worſhip, but generally in private 
Families; is a proof, that you are not the 
Church of the Firſt Born. And to perform my 
Task, in the ſecond part propoſed ; I ſhall 
tranſcribe the Cage formerly made, andI hope 
they will not only ſee themſelves thereby, not 
be the Church of the Firſt Born ; bur be hum- 
bled, and not think themſelves all perſeCt ; al- 
ſo when they conſider, that they. call rhe 
Church of Englanda Cage of Unclcan Birds. 
They will nce te angry with me; forl ſhall 
lay Perfeftion , and ImperfeCtion rogether, the 
Phariſees, and the Pablicans, heaps upon heaps z 
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and if they cannot fee themſelves to be ſuch ; if 
they deſire it, I ſhall give them a Rey to open 
the Cage, where they may ſee their greateſt 
Writers, and chief Speakers, guilty of ſuch 
Crimes, as the Heathen would be aſhamed of. 
Iremember how George Fox, uſe to Preach the 
Church of Exzlaxd, to be the Cage of Unclean 
Birds; ſaying, their Note was #0 perfettion 
here ; And nowletthem ſee what perfeCtion 
there is in the Cage, wherein Ihave put them ; 
and ſo I ſhall conclude this Chapter. 

Babylon is fallen, is fallen, and is become the 
Habitations of Devils, and the Hold of every 
foul Spirit, anda Cage of every unclean and | 
hateful Bird; for her Sins have reached to 
Heaven, and God hath remembered her Ini- 
quity's, reward her even as ſhe hath rewarded 
you, and double unto her double, according 
to her Works, inthe Cup which ſhe hath filled, 
fill ro her double ; rejoyce over her thou Hea- 
ven, and ye Holy Apoſtles and Prophets; for 
God hath avenged you on her, Rev, '18.2.

Here lye the Men; behold and view them well;

Or do you ſay, ſuch things with us are" vain. 
Behold I ſay, and view the Prophets'well; 
They did confeſs; the Scripture doth us tell, 
Their Sins to God, and'beg'd his Pardon too : 
If you were humble, you would do 'ſo too. 
And now obſerve, all'you that do paſs'by 
And notice take how coupled they dolye; 
For as they live, and no confeſſion make;

Yea, and lament, when that I lay to Heart, 
The ſad Eſtate, of ſuch as do deparr ;

In Manners crofs, in Faith and Doctrine "too. 
Croſs to the' Saints, croſs to the Prophets'tovy

For'who fo croſs as, they, who when' convict, 
Will fil perfiſt ; their Errors not retract. 
Remember then, that Babels Walls arc ſhaken, 
And her owr: Birds, in her own Netare taken , 
As in this Cage, you tnay perceive right well;

CHAP. IV. 


Shews that the Sufferings of the Quakers 
do not demonſtrate them to be the Church 


of the firſt Born, 


pm George, Il am now come to the beſt 
ſpoke in your Wheel, yea, the beſt 
Flower in your Garland, and in which your 
chief glorying has ſtood; boaſting over other 
Difſenters,who had ſome regard to Magiſtracy 
as God's Ordinance; and thereupon walked 
wiſely, and ſubmitted to the Law and Or- 
dinance of Man for the. Lord's Sake, and 
followed the example of good and holy Men, 
according to the Doctrine of Chriſt, who ſaid 
if they perſecute you in one City, flee to the 
next; and this St, Athanaſim Was ſenſible of 
when 
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when he made his eſcape from the Church 
of Alexandria which was beſer with Armed 
Soldiers,and fur which he made a Learned and 
Chriſtian Apology, ſee Eccleſ. Hiſt. of Socra- 
tes Schol. lib. 3. fol. 299. 300. which ſaid Apo- 
logy is Authoriſed by both precept and fre- 
quent Examples of the holy Frophets, Chriſt 
and his Apoitles; part of which I have quo- 
ted in my Book, The painted Harlot both Strips 
and Whipt, &&c. p. 65.66. But Friend Grays 

I would not have you compare your Sulfer- 
ings with che Sufferings of the Apoſtics and 

Martyrs, for they ſuffered for obeying the 

Doctrine of Chriſt Jeſus,- and you for your 

Humour. And now after all if your Suffer- 

ings, of which you ſo much boaſt (as that 

you gave it as one proof of your being the 

Church of the Firſt Born) ſhould prove coun- 

terfeit; what will you ſay? How will you 

come off 2 Where will you hide your Head ? 

That for this 40 Years have been Writing 

in the defence of ſuch horrible Errors. George 

you cannot go from your Poſt, you muſt 

either defend your Errors or retract them 5 

and ſo I ſhall proceed to examine your Suf- 

ferings, give them their due weight, and you 

a full hearing ; and wait your anſwer. 

That every ſuffering is not perſecution, all 
knowing Men will readily grant, and there- 
fore it will be neceſſary, in the handling this 
point, to ſhew what perſecution. is, which 
according to my ſimall Tallent, 1 ſhall do 


bricfly thus, 
| Perſe- 
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Perſecution, I rake to conſiſt in theſe rwo 
things, firſt, when a Man is forc'd by Autho- 
rity, to decline and forſake Worſhiping the 
true God, in that way preſcribed in the Ho- 
ly Scriptures ; which 1s to renounce the Chri- 
- ftian Faith and Worſhip, under pain of Im- 
prilonment, Fines, Baniſhment or Death ; or 
tome other Sanguinary, or Pecuniary Pains, 
or Penalties: This all will grant to be Per- 
ſecution, who prefefſes and underſtand the 
Truth of the Chriſtian Religion. And ſecond- 
ly, to compel! Men againſt their Conſciences, 
ro Worſhip and do Sacrifice to falſe Gods, I- 
dols, or Graven Images, under the like Pains 
and Penalties, aforeſaid ; this alio is Perſecu- 
rion, to prove the firſt, Read As the 4. rn, 
2, 3- * And as they (the Apoſtles) ſpake unto 
* the iPeople, the Pricſts, and the Captain 
© of the Temple, and the Saddxces came upon 
* them, being grieved that they taught the 
© People, and Preached thro' Feſus, the Reſurrett;i- 
* on of the Dead, and they laid hands an them, 
* and put them in hold, v.17. dndthat it ſpread 
© no further (ſaid thoſe Perſecutors) among the 
* People ; let us ſtraitly threaten them, that they 
* ſpeak henceforth to no Man in this Name, cap. 5. 
* 28, 29, 39. Did not we ſtraitly command you, 
© that you ſhoald not Teach in this Name, and 
* bebold y1s have filld Jeruſalem with your Do- 
* ttrine , and intend to bring this Man's Blood up- 
* onws. ThenPeter and the other Apoſtles an- 
* ſ[wered and ſaid; we ought -to'obey God-rather 
* than Men, TheGod of our Fathers, raiſed up 
* eſws, 
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* Zeſwr,whoms ye flew and hanged on a Tree;him hath 


© Godexalted with his right hand, to: be a Prince 


* and a Saviour, to give Repentanse to [ſracl 
© and forgiveneſs of Sins, G&tc, This then is a 
good warrant, for all Chriſtian Miniſters to 
maintain their Chriſtian Faith and Confeſſion 
as God ſhall enable them, even to the dearth, 
and in ſuch caſes, we ought to obey God ra- 
ther than Man, 

And the ſecond, being a Negative, ſuffering 
for the Profeſſion and Confefhon of the Chri- 
ſtian Faith is like unto rhe firit, 'v4z; "ris ber- 
ter to obey God who hath commanded us to 
abſtain from Idols; 'and not to fall downand 
worſhip graven Images; then to vivlate obr 
Faith, by a Sinfut Compliance. - And 1a this 
caſe alſo are we juſtified by the Warrant-an4 
Command of God, Recorded in the ' Holy 
Scriptures, as well as by the conſtant and lau- 
dable Practice of the Primitive Chriſtians, un- 
der the Ten Perſecutions, as well as under pa- 
palunſcriprural Impofitions. | 

But whether the Quakers Sufferings, come 
under either of theſe Heads ; ought to be duly 
conſidered ; ' andthatby themſelves, 'as well 
as others: Ifthey fay yea; lthendemandan 
Inſtance for this Forty fix Years, the time of 
their Date ; to ſhew mea Warrant, under the 
Hand ' and"Seal of any one Juſtice-of Peace, 
who committed any one, or more of them, 
for Preaching through Feſws the Reſurrefion 
of the Dead. I will not deny, bur ſomeof 
them haye been commitced for Preeching their 

i# Lighr, 
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Light, in oppoſition to Jeſus, denying the 
Reſurrection of the Dead: But this 1s no Per- 
ſecution, thisis orly Proſecution againſt Of- 
fenders, in defence of the Chriſtian Faith; 
whichyet ought to be done,with great care and 
rendernefs, and by Laws ſuitable tothe Nature 
of the Offence ; having always a regard to the 
fincerity of the Offenders, who have adhered 
ro wrong Notions, and thereby became Qap- 
tives to miſtaken Principles. 

O6z. But if the Quakers ſhall object, that 
there have been Laws made by our Chriſtian 
Kings and Parliaments; which they cannot 
for Conſcience ſake obey atively, and to ſut- 
fer for their Non-ſubmiſſion. This is Perſecu- 
tion: 1 anſiver notſ>z forthen the Quakers 
themſelves, we ſhall find Perſecutors, which 
they will be loath ro acknowledg. For In- 
ſtance, In Penfilvasia, there has bappen'd a 
Religious Difterence amongſt the Quakers : 
The Foxonian Quakers, having the Govern- 
ment under the Honourable William Penn, (as 
his Title there is ; how much ſoever, they are 
againſt Titles of Honour in England). Well, 
So it fell out, that theſe Governing Quakers, 
made certain Laws againſt the Diſfenting 
Quakers: The Diſlenting Quakers, they do 
complain of hard uſage ; they Print and Dif- 
perſe this Complainr, The Foxomian Quakers, 
they take this as an Aﬀeont to the Govern- 
ment. They lfſue out their Warrant, to ap- 
prefend a Printer and a Publiſher of this 
their Complaiat: A Copy of which; Warrant, 
1s 
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is as followeth, viz. * Whereas, William Brad- 
* ford Printer, and Fobn Macomb Taylor, being 
© brought before us, upon an Information, of 
« Publiſhing, Uttering, and ſpreading a Mali- 
© cious and Sedittous Paper; Intituled, An 
© Appeal from the 28 7udjes, to the Spirit of 
©7rwth, Tending to the Diſturbing of the 
© Peace. and Subverſion of the preſent Govern- 
© ment. And the ſaid Perſons, being required 
©to give ſecurity to anſwer it at the next 
* Court ; but they refuſing ſotodo: Theſe are 
« therefore by the King and Queen's Authori= 
*ry, and our Proprietors Name z to require 
© you totake into your-Cuſtody, the Bodies of 
© William Bradford and fohn Macomb, and them 
© ſafely to keep, till rhey ſhall be diſcharged, 
© by due courſe of Law; whereof, fail not ar 
* your Peril: And for your ſodoing, this ſhall 
© be your ſufficient Warrant, given under our 
© Hands: and Seals, this 24h. of Atgs/t, 1692.

Now Reader, obſerve the Crime, viz. For 
Printing An Appeal from 28 7udzes, [viz.Qua- 
kers,who at their Meeting, had not dealr fair- 
ly by thoſe two Priſoners their Friends, at leaſt 
they thought ſo] to the Spirit of Truth ; and 
compare the Severity , eſpecially at their 
Tryal; and ſee whether theſe governing Qua=- 
KErS 
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kers have not exceeded all the Juſtices of 
the Peace in England: For how do the Qua- 
kers in Enylaxd print, publiſh, and diſperſe 
Papers and printed Books, and ſend them not 
only- throughout England and Wales, but be- 
yond the Sea, which- not only condemn the 
Miniſtry and D5trine of the Church of: Eng- 
land, but throw contempt on the Magiſtrates, 
and cenſure their very Atts of Parliament as 
Antichriitian, to the great ſcandal ofthe Exg- 
liſk Government, both in Church and Stare, 
and yet they are let alone to do what- the 
pleaſe; And notwithſtanding all this. Indul- 
gence, what complaints. we have from their 
yearlyMeectings ofperſecution,to the diſhonour 
of the Chriſtian Magiſtracy ; and-in p. 13. of 
the ſaid Tryals, I find that one Peter Boſs was 
Indicted for calling Sam. 7ennings a Quaker 
Juſtice, a Mag:ferial Officer, which as G, Keith 
expounded it, ſignifies only Maſter like, and 
yet both Quakers; whileſt W. Penn at his Try- 
al Sept. 1670. in open Court faid to the Lord 
Mayor of the famous City of Londoy, vis. 
© but above all, Diſſenters had little reaſon to 
© have expected that Boariſþ Fierceneſs from 
© the Mayor of London, when they conſider his 
© eager proſecution of the King's Party under 
© Cromwell's Government, as thinking he conld 
* ever give too great a Teſtimony of his Loy- 
*alry to that new Inſtrument, which makes 
*the old ſaying true, that one Runagado is 
* worſe than 3 Turks, &c,

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Il ſay. conſidering the ſtation of the Lord 
Mayor. of Londen, to be thus abuſed, and to 
put up ſuch a baſe diſhonourable and ſcanda- 
Tous Afﬀront: It did ſhew more patience"and 
forbearance, than the Quakers Juſtices them- 
ſelves. can bear, now in. place of Authority, 
as wellas ſhew the Temper of a pragmatical 
Quaker, W. Penny who then and there call'd: 
the Indictments deteſtable Juggles, Romance 
Indictments; and why forfooth ? becauſe the 
form of the Indictment contained mere than 
the Witneſſes could prove: Yet, now the Quya- 
kers are led by their Light to go to Law ; 
they can frame as deteſtable Juggles in their 
Inditments, as any, People; whatſoever ; wit- 
neſs their Indiftment againſt my ſelf, for 
printing unlicenſed, baring Date the 9th. 
of Oftober, 1693, viz. * That Fra. Bugg latc 
© of London Yeoman, being a Perſon of an 
* unquiet and turbulent diſpoſition; deviſing, 
© practiſing, aud intending falſly, unlawfully, 
* ſeditiouſly and malicioutly, G. W. &c. As 
© alſo to move, ſtir up, and cauſe Diſcards, 
©Tumults, and miſerable Slaughters, &c. bur 
to manifeſt the Quakers baſe and falſe pre- 
tences, even of this nature, would require a 
Book by it ſelf, and now to the matter a- 
gain, viz. TBS | 

I ſhall next preſent the World with the 
heads of a Book preſented to. the King and 
Parliament, Printed Anno. 1664, thus enti- 
tituled,, viz. * For the King and both Houſes

head (ays in his Apoſtate Incendiary p.4 vis.

' ther the Sufferings of the Quakers be greater 
than the Sufferings of Chriſt, his Apoſtles, Mar- 
tyrs and Confefiors. 2. Are the Sufferings 
of the Quakers more unjuſt, 'than the Suffer- 
ings of Chriſt, his Apoſtles and Martyrs. 3. Was 
the Sufferings, Murder and Cruelty, inflicted 
upon Chriſt his Apoſtles and Martyrs, chiefly. 
done by a Law, 4. By what Law did the Fews 
and Heathens execute their Cruelty upon 
Chriſt, his Apoſtles and Prophets, F. Was 
the ſaid Laws ef the Jews and Heathens duly 
executed upon Chriſt, his Apoſtles and 'Mar- 
tyrs, as your Doctors Teach; Anſwer me 
plainly to all the 5 Queſtions.

Or nay, 
and ſo condemn the Quakers Doftrine which 
teach ſuch horrible Blaſphemy, and that by 
your approbation. Beſides George, the Apo- 
itles Suffered for Preaching, thro” Jeſus, the 
ReſurreCtion of the dead, and Remifſion of 
Sins in his Name: But the Quakers ſuffer for

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the contrary, viz. for Preaching from their 
Light within againſt whar Jefus Chriſt com- 
manded: Go Baptize, &c. Do this in rement- 
brance of me, &c. Pray after this manner, 
Forgive us our fins, as we forgive them that 
ireſpaſs againſt mw: And this alters the caſe 
very much: The Apoſtles and Martyrs Suf- 
fered, who Preached and Taught inthe Name 
of Jeſus, who wrought Miracles in the Name 
of Jeſus, this was perſecution. But the Qua- 
kers Suffer, who Teach in their own Name, 
and thereby make void the Commands of 
Chriſt Jeſus, under prerence of their Light 
within, and work Miracles (as they call them) 
in their own Name : This indeed may be Suf- 
fering, bur not Perſecution, and fo no evi- 
dence of the Quakers being the Charch of the 
Firſt Born, And now [ ſhall proceed to the 
particular eaſes of the Quakers Sufferings; 
being 14 in number as abovetold. 

I. We ſuffer becauſe we cannot pay Tythes to 
the covetous Prieſts and Antichriſtian Impro= 
priators, 

Anſwer, why then do you not pay your 
Tythes, and live in ſubjeCtion to the Laws 
of the Land according to the Apoſtles Do- 
Atrine? who ſaid, be ſubje# to every ordinate 
of Man for the Lords ſake. But this is not all, 
you the Leaders of the Quakers do not only 
diſobey the Law of the Land your ſelves, but 
you hold your yearly Meetings in London, a 
week or Ten days together ; and there you 
make Laws, Orders and Decrecs, againſt rhe 
& 2 known 
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known Laws made at "Weftminfter, and there- 
in, and thereby abſolve the King's Subjects 
of their obedience, fo far as they adhere to 
you asthe higher Powers: And for this your 
preſumption I impeached your ycarly Mee- 
ting 1693, 1n theſe words. 

© The Quakers yearly Meeting, or Convoca- 
* tion impeached, on the behalf of the Canons of - 
©England, viz. That Geo. Whitehead and his 
* Brethren, at 4 Convocation begun at London 
* rhe Fth. of May, 1693. -( ending the 8th. day 
© of the ſame Month) did contrive, make and 
© promul; ate ſever as Conſtitutions and Canons Ec- 
© clefaſtical ; contaiming in them divers Matters 
© and Things, contrary to the Fundamental Laws 
* of the Realm ; againſt the King's Prerogative, 
© againſt the Rights of Parliaments, againſt the 
© Property of the Subjett ; aud Matters tending 
© ro Sedition, and of dangerous conſequence. 

This was the Impeachment, and there was 
great reaſon forit; one Inſtance I may re- 
cite, viz, Whereas, there was an Act of Par- 
liament, made ſince His Preſent Majeſties 
coming to the Crown, for Exempting His Ma- 
jeſtics Proteſtant Subjefts, Diſfenting from the 
Church of England, from the Penalty's of 
certain Laws, &c. In which At, there is one 
Clauſe, which the Quakers did not like ; bur 
ſoon after, at their High Court, at Devonſhbire- 
houſe, Repealed the tame, what in them lay, 
and Abſolved the King's Subjetts from their 
Obedience; to the ſame, as anon will appear: 
Bur firſt, the ſaid Clauſe, wiz, Provided al- 

way 
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way, that nothing herein cont ained, ſhall be con- 
ſtrued, to exempt any of the Perſons aforeſaid, 
from paying of Tythes, or other Parechial Daty s, 
or any other Duty's, to the Church or Miniſter ; 
nor from any Proſecution, in any Eccleſtaſtical 
Court, or elſewhere for the ſame, &C. 

I ſay this Clauſ>, in the ACt of Parliament, 
did not ſuit with the Qnakers Light ; and they 
were moved toRepeal ir, and what in them 
lay to make it void; both by their Printed 
Laws, directed to all their Monthly and 
Quarterly Meetings, in England and Wales, 
and elſewhere; concerning Tythes and Re- 
pairs, of Churches ;! as alſo by rheir Practice. 
The DnakersTearly Epiſtle, &c. p. 1. * And 
*therefore, that all due care be taken, againſt 
*the Grand  Oppreſlſion, and Antichriſtian 
* Yoke of Tythes, thatour Chriſtian Teſtimo- 
* ny born, and greatly ſuffered for, be faith- 


'*fully maintained againſt them, in all Re- 


© ſpets; and againſt Steeple-houſes-Rates 
*and Lays; as alſo againſt the Burden and 
©Impoſition of Oarhs. 

*TharFriends, at all there Monthly 
* and Quarterly Meetings, be reminded to call 
* for the Records of the Sufferings of Friends ; 
* toſee that they be duly gathered, truly en- 
* tered and kept, and accordingly ſent upto 
* London] as hath been often adviſed ; bath of 
* what Tythes, @&c. are pretended to be due, 
*and for how long a time, and the time when 
*raken, and by, and for whom, and what 


© Goods are taken, ard the value thereof; as 
G 3 we.l 
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© well of thoſe not exceeding, as them exceed- 
© ing the Summ or Quantities [of Tythes]. de- 
* manded (ir being a Suffering in both, for 
« Truth's ſake) they being in theſe particu- 
© lars found defective and imperfect in divers 
* Country s; which is an Obſtruttion to the 
* General Record of Friends Sufferings, &c. 
Come George Whitehead, my old Antagoniſt, ' 
you ſee my lmpeachment, and you may ſee 
the reaſon of it. Firſt, The Parliament have 
provided in their Aft; that nothing therein 
ſhall be conſtrued, to exempt the Quakers 
from payment of their Tythes, Church Dues, 
and Repairing the Churches : This was done, 
by King, Lords and Commons, Aſſembled in 
Parliament, holden at Weſtminſter: Bur the 
Quakers at their Convocation, not Legally 
called, nor by Law permitted; yet they being 
ſer at Devonſhire-houſe, they enact ; Thar all 
due care be taken againſt that Grand Oppreſſion, 
and Anticbriſtian Yoak, the payment of Tythes, 
againſt the paying toChurch Wardens Rates,&c. 
And when any do Suifer, though no more 
than their Neighbours; yet a Record thereof 
muſt be taken, and brought up to London, in 
order to Printit ; and thereby to expoſe the 
Magiſtrates and Legiſlators, asa Tribe of An- 
rtichriſtian Perſecutors, when there Holy 
Chronicle came forth, mentioned, in 7#aas 
and the fews, &c.p.58, and there Rejoynder, 
Pp: 4I0. Saying, our Faithful Chronicles, of the 
Bloody Tragedies of that Profefſing Genera» 
tion, will tell furure Ages orher things, &c. 
Viz, 
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viz. What bitter times of fore Perſecution,there 
was, during the Reign of His Preſent Majeſty, 
K.o.11 which being duly conſidered, renders 
them ungratful,with a witne(s:Forgetting that 
in there Suifering, for non-paymenc of Tyrhes ; 
they do not ſuffer for keeping the Commands 
of God, the Precepts of Chriſt, or the Apo- 
ſtles; but only for keeping the Command of 
George Fox, the firſt Foundet of Quakeriſm.

Well, -what have you ſuffered, for nor 
_ paying theClark his Wages * | have examined 
your Book, ftiled, The Record of Sufferings, 
&c. Where in p. 24. under this Title ; Clarks 
Wages, and.repairing of Steeple houſes, Thave 
read near two Pages,and find nothing ſuffered, 
for non- payment of Clatks Wages; but at the 
end, it concludes thus : All theſe Summs, was ta- 
ken for the Repairing of Steeple-howſes. Then | 
was at aloſs, where to find Sufferings on rhar 
account ; worth preſenting the King and. 
Parliament ; ar leaft, with much ſearching 
in P. To. It. I find that William Tipla- 
dy, Robert Tiplady, and Robert Storchouſe , for 
Clarks-Wages had taken from them, as maty 
Goods, as themſelves priſed them worth'17 5. 
84. and morel could nor find ; Oh! wonder- 
ful, that People ſhould fo magnifie their Suf- 
ferings, as to think 19 s. 8 4. worth ttoubling 
the King and Parliament: And yet if -chty 
think thereby, to merit the Title of being The 
Church of the Firſt born; who can blame them :

And Ido think, ſome of you may have met 
with alike Suffering, for the like cauſe: And 
you may Record ir too, if you pleaſe; bur 
ſtill 'ris no Perſecution, and cannot merit your 
Title to the Church of the Firſt Born: yetif 
you pleaſe, it may help you into the Society 
of the 7eſwirs, and you may plead Antiquity, 
to ſtrengthen the Commandment of George 

Fox. 
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Fox. Well, but if you did ſuffer, as you tell 
the King and Parliament I think you had but 
your juſt Deſert; you pretend, you cannot 
put off your Hat for Conſcience ſake to your 
Superiors? Why then do you compel your 
Interiors to ſtand bare headed before you in 
your Houſes and Shops; this is ſuch a piece 
of Hypocrifie, that /gxatizs Loyola your , 
Grandiire, could notwell exceed: Yet this is 
your practice, I know it, and can prove what 
I ſay, from many Inſtances. And indeed, it 
wasthe firſt piece of Hypocriſie that I found a- 
monglt you, when I was a Quaker: And the 
very firſt thing, that gave me Offence ; and 1 
as early ſhew'd my ditlike thereot z and Wrote 
a Letter to Sawwel Cater, tothe Yearly Mee- 
ting, that it might be remedied ; which Ler- 
rer, gavegreat. offence; and I was ſent for, . 
by G. Bernadiſton ; and I did before him and o- 
thers, maintain it to be a great piet&of Hy- 
pocriſie ; and ſaid, we might as well put off 
our Hats to our Superiors, as require it of 
our Inferiors: And from that time, | was by 
ſome few of that Ambitious-ſort of Teachers ; 
not looked upon to be a right ground faſt Qua- 
ker. Thus it pleaſed God; to bring Good to 
me, outof your Evil; and that it may ap- 
pear, how early I withſtood ſome Errors a- 
mongſt the Quakers: -I may recite the ſaid

Bur ſince 
your Suffering have taught you better man- 
ners, I ſhall nor long infiſt on this "Head; 1 
mean taught you to leave of that turbulent 
practice which you learnt of G. Fox, as ap- 
pears by his Journal.

Anſ. Tgrant ſome of the Hearers may Suf- 
fer who are fincere : But for the Leaders and 
many of your Elders, they can Swear, and 
have for many years taken an Oath to ſave 
themſelves, as the Courts of Chancery, and 
other Courts ſufficiently declare ; and for 
which practice amongſt them, notwithſtand- 
ing their pretence tothe contrary, I will give 
you att inftance even ofthy ſelf, dear George, 

who 
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who have Preached a Thouſand times againſt . 
it, and to fave thy Bacon, can now do it; 
and tho' I have printed it and re-printed it; 
yet thou haſt not the confidence to deny it; 
bur if you ſhould, your own Attorney and Mr, 
Damelf's Attorney; whoſe namesI have, both 
will witneſs it ; nay the whole Court preſent, 
took ſuch norice of it, that thou muſr have a 
Face of braſs todeny_ it. G. Whitehead having 
a Bill exhibited againſt him, by Tho. Damell 
and Elizabeth his Wife, in the Lord Mayor's 
Court in London, April the 9th. 1695. The ſaid, 
Oath follows in theſe words. 

\F © You [G.W.] do Swear, that ſo much 
© of this your Anſwer as you ſet forth, to be 
*of your own knowledge, to be certain and 
true; and ſo much thereof as you ſer forth 
to be by Relation of others, you do believe to 
be true, ſo help you God. 

This Oath, in open Court, was read toG. 
Whitchead, the Book put to his Mouth; he 
ſubmitred to it without gainſaying, and it was 
accepted by the Court for an Oath, and it 
ſtands upon Record, as hundreds more fd ta- 
ken do, in that and other Courts. What cauſe 
then have the Quakers thus to complain, and 
pretend Conſcience where they make none? I 
do not charge this as an evil init ſelf, any more 
than to take the ſolemn Atteſtation preſcribed 
them by the Parliament ; for they both call 
God to witneſs to the truth of what they ſay: 
But the Deceit and Hypocriſy lies in preten- 
ding Conſcience, and to make the World be- 

lieve 
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lieve they cannot Swear when "ris manifeft the 
ſame Men,nay,the moſt noted,G.Whitebead for. 
one can Swear in a corner privately. So that 
this kind of Suffering being void of ſincerity, 
does not amount to a proof that the Qua- ' 
kers are the Church of the Firſt Born.

Anſ. This I dodeny, on behalf of the Ma- 
giſtrates; I never knew fiich a Law made in 
England to prevent any from Meeting ro wor- 
ſhip God, and ſhall, untit the Quakers can 
ſhew me ſuch a Law which I never heard of 
nor ſaw: Indeed Ido know that in the 22 
years of King Charles II. there was an Alt of 
Parliament entituled an Att to prevent and ſup = 
preſs Seditions Conventicles, in which it was ſaid, 
be it Enafted by, 8c. Thar if any Perſon of the 
Age of 16 years and upwards, being a Sub- 
jet of this Realm, at any time after the ror, 
day of May next, ſhall be preſent at any Af- 
ſembly, &c, under colour or pretence of any 
exerciſe of Religion, in other manner then ac- 
cording to the Liturgy and Practice of the 
Church of England, &c. at which there ſhall 
be five Perſons or more Aſſembled together, 
over and beſides thoſe of the ſame Hou- 
ſhold, &c. 

I grant, that if any did tranſgreſs this Law, 
they did incurr certain penalties: Bur not- 
wicktending, the Government was not charg- 
able with the ſcandalous Crime of Perſecurt- 


on ;Foraſmuch as this Law did not kinder Men 
from 
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from worſhiping the true God in the- way he 
has preſcribed, who ſaid, Wherever 2 or 3 are 
gathered together in my Name, I am in the 
midſt; nor doth it compel Men to do Sacrifice 
Ys & toldolsor graven Images, the works of Mens 
*” | Hands. 

And adh. In regard it is a written Law, 
and in our Mother Tongue that all may read 
it, and fee both the danger, and how to pre- 
vent it; and pay their obedience to the Magi 
ſtrates and Miniſters of it, wha bear not the 
Sword in vain. 

" Again 3dlz. This Law allowed a moderate 
Tolleration, for four Perſons might meet be- 
'F || ſides thoſe of the Family , which probably 
might be ten or fifteen more, which had been 

a tollerable Meeting, and ſuch as the Martyrs 
would have been glad of, And1am fullyper- 
ſwaded, that had the Quakers regarded the - 
Law, and reverenced the Magiſtratical Power, 
and met together modeſily, with a purpoſe 
only to pray to Gad, expound a Chapter, and 
exhort each other 40a pious Life; if it had ſo 
happen'd, that now and then there had hap- 
pen'd to be ten or twenty more than the Law 
in ſtriftneſs allowed; That the Magiſtrates 
would, for peace ſake, have born it: [And 
altho'l, when a Quaker, felt the Rod of Cor- 
rettion for. my Stubborneſs; for in that caſe, 
both for blind Zeal and Suffering for the ſame, 
I was not behind my equals :} And my Reaſon 
is, that ſince I came to be perſwaded | oughr 
to ſubmit to Magiſtracy, as Gad's py 
ave 
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I have had no one thing impoſed upon me that 
was a ſcruple to my Conſcience to perform. 
But when the Magiſtrates ſaw, that the Qua- 
kers, aboveall People; took no notice of the 
Law, nor the Powerof the Magiſtrates ; bur 
in Scorn and Contempt, trampled under foot 
all Authority, in Kings, Lords, . and Com- 
mons; in Judges, Juſtices, and all Inferior 
Officers, according to their Principles, in 
George Foxes Book, News coming up, GC. 
P.18. 19. © Dreadful is the Lord, who. is 
© coming to Execute true Judgment, upon all 
©you Judges; and tochange all your Laws,the 
© Kings, all your Rulers muſt down, and all 
*your Underling Officers, which have been as 
© the Arms of this great Tree ; all your Branch- 
©*es muſt be cut down; ſo you muſt be cur 
© down with the ſame Power that cut dorn the 
« King, whoſe Family, was a Nurſery for 
© Papiſts,and for Biſhops, which held ap Rails, 
* Alcers, &c. Woe! woe! is coming upon 
*youall. The ſame Teachers are ſtanding, 
© that was in the time of the FEing, 
*and in the time of the Biſhops ; 
<and ſuch as take Tythes; the rrue Pro- 
*phets of the Lord cried againſt them then, 
© and the Lord hath raiſed up his Prophets to 
©cry againſt them, now as then; and againſt 
© you Judges and Juſtices, which hath held 
*themup, and maintain'd them with your 
© Law, you muſt both be torinented rogether, 
© Beaſt, and falſe Prophets: The-Lord God 
* will pour out his Plagues upon youz the 
Lord 
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*Lord of Hoſts hath ſpoken it: And except 
© you Repent, you ſhall all likewiſe periſhand 
© be conſumed, as the King was, p. 20. Sing 
*all ye Saints and Rejoyce; clap your Hands 
*and beglad ; for the Lord Fehovah will Reign, 
© and the Government ſhall be raken from you, 
* pretended Rulers, Judges and Juſtices, Law- 
©yers and Conſtables: All this Tree muſt be 
*Caut down; and Jeſus Chriſt [in us] will Rule 
© alone, &c. 

I ſay, when the Magiſtrates ſaw their Con=- 
temprof Government, and underſtood that 
their chief Work in their Meetings, as well ag 
Writings, was to lower their Power, to re- 
proach the Miniſters, and Preach againſt all 
InſtituredReligion;comparing the Magiſtrates, 
to Pharaoh, Nebuchadnezter, Darius Gc. 
And the Clergy, to Witches, Devils, Conju- 
rers, Thieves, Robbers, greedy Dogs, &c. 
And the Bible, a Dead Lerrerz Death,  Dult, 
Beaſtly Ware, Serpents Mear, &c. And the 
Sacraments of Baptiſme, and the Lords Sup- 
per, were no Ordinances of God; bur Inſti- 
tutions of the Whore of Rome, and the Pra- 
tice of them; Idolatry, and no part of the 
Worſhip of God, and the Ike Blaſphemies ; 
and alſo remembring whence they firſt ſprung 
towit, out of the Dregs of the People: As 
Ranters, Levellers, and other Larirndinari- 
ans. And from thence, knowing their Princi- 
ples to be Antimonarchical'z as well as Anri- 
magiſtratical: This and the like z (roomuch 
to mention here) put the Magiſtrates upon Ex- 

H erting 
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erting their Power, not in Perſecution ; -' but 
in Proſecuting Wilful and Obſtinate Offenders, 
in defence of the Church and State; at the 
Foundation of which, the Quakers Principles 
and Pratices ſeem to ſtrike: Bur as they 
ſerved theAct,made for thePayment of ] ythes, 
Church Dues, &c. Menrioned in the Anſwer 
tothe firſt of theſe 14 Particulars; they fer- 
ved this ; for they from their Yearly Meeting, 
gave forth their Law, which did virtually (re- 
ſpeCting the Quakers, though not verbally ) 
. repeal this Act alſo; and Abſolv'd the King's 
Subject from their Active Obedience: And 
when this would not dog their Teachers Tra- 
velled from Eaſt to Weſt, from North to South, 
ſending out their Mandates, to have the Peo- 
ple come far and near; that fo they might 
have great and large Meetings, to vend their 
Peſtilential Doctrine, above- told. And that 
I may not he thought toImpoſe upon my Rea- 
der; Iwill give for each of theſe their Pra- 
Ctices, fingle Inftances.

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make void Acts of Parliament, when not ſu- 
ting their delign, which appears to lay Waſt 
the Chriitian Religion, as al b thac their Tea- 
chers in their Travels coo and fro, ſend out their 
Mandates or Summons to gather the people 
together raund the County ; yea, ſaith R, Sax- 
diland Friends a far of, no marter what the 
Law ſays: Foras G. Fox faid in {reland when 
the Inn- keeper told him the Council had gran- 
red forth Warrants to apprehend him ; Whar 
do you tell me (ſaid Fox) of their Warrant s 4- 
gerſt me? If there wire a Carr laad of them [ 
ao not heed them. Fox's Journal p. 278, 

In hike manner their Teachers, writing af- 
tcr his Copy, need not a Cart load of Laws, 
bur in contempt of them, write frequently to 
have them meet in great Numbers to come 
from far and near to confront the Govern- 
ment; yea, G. Whitehead's intimation was 
like himſelf, the people muſt meer, but with 
whom they muſt not know, whether a Jeſuit 
ora Monk ; the hour is ſer, they muſt not fail ; 
and when the Meeting is over, let the Juſti- 
ces, Informers, and the poor deluded Quakers 
ſhifr together. Ir would require a Volumnro 
{et forth the coverous Practices, and cunning 
Policicks, of theſe Ring-leaders. 

Burt as | have given 2 or 3 Inſtances of the 
Quakers joynt Tettimony againſt their peoples 
obedience to the Laws ofthe Land; and alſo 
of their Teachers, in their Travels too and fro 
to ſeduce the people, not only from the Chri- 


ſtian Religion, but from their Allegiance to 
H 3 their 
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their Governors, as appears from plain mat- 
ter of fact. So it will not be amiſs to give 
one Inſtance of their Teachers deceitful pra- 
tice, whereby they blind the World, dclude 
their Hearers, and miſ{-repreſent the Acts and 
Deeds of the Chriſtian Magiſtrates ; Firſt to 
this, but more eſpecially to the next Gene- 
ration, by their faithful Chronicle fo often. 
mentioned: And thar the World may know 
they have a deſign to bring out a Volumn of 
their Sufferings in the nature of the Book of 
Martyrs. I will give ſome few manifeſt To- 
kens of it, or there can be none given; and 
alſo a Sample of rheir pretended Sutferings of 
which they ſo much Glory, as that it is a 
Sign they are the Church of the Firſt- 
born, viz.

Reader, in theſe four Inftances you have 
the Hearr of Quaketiſm, and the Hands and 
Pens of W. Penn, R. Barkly, G. Vhitchead and 
the Heads of the Gang: | You ſee their de- 
fign from firſt to laſt, and the continuance of 
it. And now let me give you an Inſtance of 
one of their Teachers Deceirt and his preren- 
ded Suffering, I mean Sam. Carter, I do not 
mean his Suffering the loſs of hisKettle, worth 
(as himſelf faid hve Shillings ) for a tine of 
ten-pence for non payment of Tyrhes, as in 
their Book, The Record of Suffer:ngs, &C. P. F. 
Bur whether the ſaid Kettle was retorn'd 1 
cannot tell]; no I donot mean that, I mean 
his Suffgfing Twenty Pounds, for preaching 
in Norfolk, I would fay his pretence ſo-to 
ſuffer. The caſe is this, 

Saws. Cater of Little-port in the We of Ely, 
being ata Meeting in Phakhenham in Norfolk, 
Zuly 1670, Was convicted for Freaching, and 
Fined Twenty Pounds, by Sir Chriſtopher Col- 
thorp; and the Records of conviction was 
ſent to Thomas March, fohn Laney, and Tho- 
mas Hitch Eſquires, Juſtices of the Peace for 
the Ifle of E/y; who, according to Law, 
Ifſued out their Warrants for Diſtreſs and 
Sale of Sam. Cater's Goods, Well, the Con- 
ſtable Executed their Warrant, diſtrained his 
Goods, Timber, and other Lumber to the 
value of Twenty Ponnds, bur left them all 
1n_ Sam's Pollcſion, at leaſt under his Wall in 

the 
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the Streets ſide ; and ſome time after a calm 
happen'd, and the Conſtable being a mode=- 
rate M:n, did nor ſell a peny-worth, bur re- 
turn'd all and every thing fo diſtrair'd to Sam, 
again, and thusended this Man's moft cruel 
Suffcring,, for which he made ſucha lamenta=- 
ble Cry, as. afterwards you ſhall here. 

Well, Sam. being diſtrain'd, he preſently 
came to our Quarter!ly Meeting, wherelI was 
then Recorder, and brings me the ftare of 
his caſe, and by his direftion | Recorded as 
followeth, viz. See their Duarterly Bock. | 

* Samucl Cater, for being at a Meeting at 
* Phakenham in Norfelk, on the 4th. Day of 
* the 5th. Month called 7uly, Anno. 1670. 
© Preaching and Publiſhing the Goſpel of 
©Peace: One Anu: Watts a Woman Infor- 
©mer told the Officers, who came with a 
* Warrant and had him before one Chriſtopher 
. *Colthorp a Juſtice, who Fined him Twenty 
© Pounds, Which Warrant and ConviCtion was 
ſent to the Juſtices in the Ile of Ely, Name- 
ly Fohn Laney, Hen. Hitch, and Tho. March, 
*who in purſuance of the ſaid Norfolk Juſtices 
* Conviction, ſent their Warrants to the Offi- 
*cers of Little-poyt who diftrained as much 
© Houſhold Ruff and Timber, from the ſaid 
* Samarl, as was worth more than Twenty 
© Pounds, 

Now thus far it was true, that Sam. was at 
that Meeting convicted, the conviction ſenr 
into the Ifle of Ely, and allo true, that he 
was diſtrained, as I above obſery?d, bur the 
Goods 
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Goods diſtrained were never Sold, but re- 
turn'd to him again, and conſequently Sam. 
Cater no. Sufferer. And yet there being but 
the colour of a Suffering, that he might not 
Joole theglory of it, he preſently got it Re- 
corded in the Quarterly Book, as a Teſiimo- 
ny of his Valour and notable Courage ; ſhew- 
ing future Ages what the Quaker Teachers 
were; and that nor only this Sir Chriſtopher 
Colthorp, but the Juſtices, in the Ile of Ely, 
had a hand in this lamentable Tragedy ; and 
that they muſt ſtand Recorded Perſeeutors 
fo future Ages, &c., Now Reader, does not 
this look Formidable? Will not people thar 
read this a hundred years hence,when this Ho- 
ly Chronicle, and Compendious Hiſtory comes 
out, look like a noble Suffering, a valiant Act, 
and deſervedly Famous? Bur alas! alas! ir 
was ſo far from a Suffering, that it was no 
Suffering ar all, in that he had his Goods a- 
gain; nay yet worſe, for he had Ten Pounds 
fent him from London out of the Qitakers Ex- 
chequer, Fund or Treafury, or what you will 
call ir, by Zohn Peacock late of St. [ves Dra- 
per, as an encouragement, doubtlets, for him 
to clap his Hands and Heart on the poor 
Hearers, who tho they Suffer really, are not 
proportionably Rewarded to what the Prea- 
chers meet withz for I find in the ſame 
old Records; that Sam. Fulligg, Clem. Crabb, 
The. Hawkes, James Peachty, Fohn Love, Hen, 
Wadadclow. Rob. Crabb, for being at a Meeting 
the 9th. of Fane, 1670. Had as many Horſes, 

Cows, 
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Cows, Mares, Pewter, and Braſs, and other 
things taken, as was worth much more than 
Sam, had diſtrained, yer | never heard they 
had any thing ſent them from the Bankers, 
and Purſe-mongers at London, Bur this is 
not all yer, tho this be bad enough, and in- 
deed a moſt horrible cheat pur upon future 
Ages: To itand Recorded a Sufferer Twenty 
Pounds,when he Suffered not a Groat ; nay, (o 
far from that, that for his noble Act he had 
Ten Pounds ſent him; fo that he gor Ten 
Pounds clear into the pocker.And tho lay this 
1s a horrible cheat, and a Blot it will be on their 
Chronicle, and a blemiſh to their Pretences; 
ycrl ſtill ſay there is worſe, at leaſt an Aggra- 
vation of this Chear: See a Book ſtiled, The 
Lamentable Cry of Oppreſſton, Gc. Put forth by 
Samaecl Cater and Foſeph Harriſon, 9 Years-af- 
ter this crying Fife of 20. where in their E- 
piſtle to the Reader; they thus Write, * Serj-

© he did, and ſent the Records of Conviction

Thus Reader you ſee that 9 Years after 
this Fine was levied, Sam.renews his complaint 
afreſh, as if he had a mind to have Ten Pounds 
more, but not a word of his Goods being re- 
turn'd, not a word of his Ten Pounds fent 
him from London, Well, his Norfelk Friends 
poor hearts, they thought doubtleſs that he 
had been a Twenty Pornd Suffterer, but in- 
ſtead thereof a Ten Pound gainer; Oh mon- 
ftrous! Are theſe the great Sutterers, who 
pretend, nay fay plainly, that their Sufferings 
are greater than the Sufferings of Chriſt and 
his Apoſtles or Martyrs, as anon I ſhall ſhew ?

New Rome; and know where to fix upon 
them, and their inviſible Tenets, mhich 
' at preſent they mask under diſguiſe, own- 
ing in words, being examin'd, what in 
their Books they deny: For inaced, their 
Books are of two ſorts, carrying two contra= 
ry Faces, The one to the world, to decoy 
people, the other to their Friends to be 
read ir their Meetings, inſomuch as "tis 
hard to know a Quaker, who, as Irenzus 
ſaid in his third Book againſt Hereticks, 
viz. * whilfſs Heneticks ſpeak like the 
« Faithful, they not only mean otherwiſe 
© than what they ſay, but clean contrary z 
© and by their Tenets full of" Blaſphemy, 
© they deſtroy the Souls of thoſe, who with 
© their fair words ſuck in the poyſon of their 
* foul Opinions, &C. And no marvel (ſaith 
St. Paul) for Satan himſelf is transfor- 
med into an Angel of light : therefore it 
is no great thing if his miniſters be alſo 
ad as the miniſters of righte- 
ouſneſs, whoſe end ſhall be according to 
their works, 2 Cor. 13.14. And for our 
pattern we have the famous Wickliff, who

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pav'd the way for great Luther ix Germa- 
ny, who was wonaerfully carryed on, even 
as upon Angels Wings 5 which made the Pa- 
piſts rave and roar, fret and fume ; calling 
him Apoſtate, Self-condemn'd Apoſtate 3 
inſomuch that all Mens minds ſtood (as it 
were)upon their tiptoes to ſee the iſſue of Pope

a7 Hen I firſt heard of the ſaid Hiſtory, 1 
thought it might have ſpared me this 
Labour ; hoping it would have given an impar- 
tial Account z not only of the coming in of that 
Sect, of the names of the Perſons,of the places 
of their abodes,of their Handicraft profetſions, 
of their tumultuous behaviours, .of their bel- 
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ching out their Defamations, and ſcurrilous 
Languages to Magiſtrates and Miniſters, and 
of their frequent dilturbing the Churches, 
and contemning the Ordinances of Chriſt and 
all lnſticuted Religion : Bat alſo the ways and 
methods by which Quakeriſm have grown and 
increaſed, and prevailed to this heigth it 18 
now arrived at: But when [| came to view it, ' 
and ſeriouſly ro conſider the Contents of it, 
as I find it in many things very well done, 
with reſpect to the former particulars, and 
thereby will fpare me ſome pains and coſt ; fo 
with reipect ro rhe Jatrer, viz. ro ſet forth 
their pernicious Doctrines, their horrible Blaf- 
phem:es, their dilſembling Chears and rehi - 
g10us Frauds; [by which they have not only 
deceived Thoutands, but almoſt perſwaded 
many well meaning and worthy Gentlemen 
to have a better clteem of them, and their 
Tenets, than they deferveJ] I found it very 
deicient, v.z. In fhewing the methods by 
which they have rien, and their Hypocriſie 
and wretched ways by which they have ſpread 
their blaſphemous Errore, and pernicious Prin- 
ciples, and how they have unchurched all but 
themſelves; and thereupon it ſeemed to me, 
that the ſaid Hiitory rather tends to ſtrengthen 
th<m in their Errors, then to help them out 
ot them; for it bends too much to the lefr 
hand , and refiefts on our Engliſh Magiſtrates 
85 Pcriecutors, and on our Church as not well 
tcipilired ; which I charitably preſume, was 
dccationed by that Learned Authors giving 
0910} 
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too much credit to the Books and Manuſrrints, 
and his converſation with ſme of. tiicm, for 
ſaith he, p. 5. * Since therefore I have had the 
© fortune of a long time to be familiarly ac- 
* quainted, and much converſant with theſe 
- *men call'd Quakers,ard that in many places, 
©and beſides, many of their Writings and Ma- 
© nuſcripts, of which ſome are in print, ſome 
*nor, haying fallen into my hands I thought 
*jt would be an acceptable Enterpriſe to write 
* upon this Subject, leaving it for every Man 
*to judge as he thinks fir, of their Actions, 
© Teners, &c. 

And fince I find the ſaid Hiſtory as above 
obſerv'd, to be deficient in the main Part, at 
leaſt, in many main Points, 1 ſhali write ſome- 
thing by way of Correction, which I hope 
neither he, nor any other indifferent Perſon 
will take amils, ſince I pretend to have as 
much experience and Knowlecge of the Qua- 
kers as he can pretend too, having the miſ- 
fortune to be many Years converſant with 
them and their Teachers, as alſo the good 
fortune to know their Methods, to have of 
their Writings and Manuſcripts by me, ſome 
in print, ſome not, whereby I have been a- 
ble to derect them, and to confute their Er- 
rors; and ſo I ſhall leave it to every Man 
(as he faith) to judge as he pleaſerh of their 
Actions, Teners, Cuſtoms, way of Church- 
Government, and principles of Religion, and 
Doctrine, which I ſhall produce from. Book 
and Page of their moſt Authentick Authors. 

a 2 Firſt 
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Firſt then, that it may appear I have rea- 
ſon to know the Quakers as well as this 
Learned Author, and thereupon as warran- 
table a Motive to write on this Subject: In 
the Year 1657. 1 went firſt amongſt the (Q1a- 
kers; and in 1659. became one of their So- 
ciety, and continued amonglt them about 25 
years; and ſince thar time I] have been a 
narrow obſerver of them, and much acquain- 
red with many of them I have near 3oo of 
their Books by me, beſides Manuſcripts and 
old Records; and beſides all this, I was Clark 
to their Monthly and Quarterly Meetings for 
the lile of Ely and County of Cambridge; at 
Haddenham, Sutton and Chatteriſe, for about 
26 years. and more, in all which Service I 
ſerved gratis, without Sallery, as others had, 
My Houſe was a place of Entertainment for 
their Teachers for many years together: I 
ſuffered Impriſonment at Elz and N'iſlech for 
their cauſe, in which I was then Embark'd 
3 Years and about 4 Months:-I ſuffered the 
loſs of more than a hundred Pounds for Mee- 
ting contrary to an Act of Parliament, made 
the 22 King Charles I. beſides many other 
affairs in which I was concern'd whil'ſt with 
them: Sometimes choſen to go to Londen- 
Mcertings, ſometimes choſen to end ſome dif- 
ferences which happen'd amongit us, ſome=- 
times to aflilt in Marriages, about ſettlements 
of Eftates in th2t caſe, as in the Inſtance of 
William Read Widower ; and the Widow Brew- 
fter of Brund, and divers others, as Stephen 
| Clackson 
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Clackson and the Widow Tomng; If: y put all 
togeiher, and I think I ray venture upon 
my own experience, to fay as MUCH as the 
Author 'of the ſaid Hiſt. and yet notwithſtan- ' 
ding, I ihall not impoſe upon my Reader; - 
bur in the main of what I ſha'l write, | ſhall: 
prove from matter of Fact, and then, as he 
ſays, ſhall leave every one to judge as he 
thinks fit, bejng at all times ready to appear 
and maintain whar [ write according ro G.ifV.,s 
own propoſition in his printed Sheet, tiled 
The Duakers Vindication, &rc. And when [I 
meet Mr. Croeſe | ſhall go along with him, - 
in this Hiſtory, as far as he goes my way, and 
when he turns aſide to the right Hand or to 
the left, I ſhall part friendly wich him, and 
deal! kindly by him as we ns to do to ftran- 
gers, Bur fince his Book came over the Wa- 
cer and reflects upon the Government, Im- 
plicitly charging the Magiſtrates with the

The Reaſon of their Name. 


(37 Fox was born Anno 1624. in a Vil- 
© lage call'd Draton in Leiceſterſhire; his 
* Father's Name was Chr:ſtopher Fox, his 

* Mothers Name Mary, who gained their Li- 
*ving by Weaving. This George afterwards 
* learned the Trade of a Shoomaker, and 
© wrought Journy-work with George Gee of 
; Aan- 
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© Manch:fter, who having gained ſo much 
© Learning as that he conld read print pretty 
«well, but writing he could read bur lirtle 
*Of, neirher could write efceprt very rudely, 
And this was the only piece of Learning he 
* attained too all his Life long: For neither 
©then nor any time after did he apply him- 
© ſelf to any Liberal Study: $So that he not 
only knew no other Language, ſave his 
© Mother-Tongue ; but even in that he was 
«ſo little expert, and fo ill qualified, either 
© for Speaking or Writing, all rhe whole courſe 
© of his Life; that what he underſtood per- 
e fectly well, he could not explain or inlarge 
* upon, in any tollerable good Engliſh, and 
«far leſs could he deliver it in Writing: And 
©chis I thought worth the remarking, becauſe 
©a great many Books are extant in Geo. Fox's 
© Name, writ not only in Letrers of Engliſh 
©burt alſo in Latin, and interlarded with Sen- 
© rences of many other Languages which are 
© but litcle known to the learned World, which 
© whether it was an effect of ſimplicity in him, 
*or of his Ambition and Oftenration I will 
*nor determine, only tis plain he had nor 
©che gift of Tongues, p. 19, The Quakers 
* Doctrine 1s for a great part of ir New, or 
*raken from ſome Ancient Opinions con- 
e demned and rejected by the Church, which 
* have lain ſo long dormant, are revived a- 
© new by them; and asto the reſt 'tis a medly 
© or hotch- patch diametrically oppoſite to thar 
* of ours, and their manner of Life fo (ngu- 
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© lar from all Chriſtians as poſſibly can be : 
© And theſe are the Tenets they have fo bu- 
© fily ſpread both at their firſt riſe, and in 
©the further progreſs of the Set; and all 
© that are capable of Speaking or Writing, do 
* diligently apply themſelves in all places, to 
*the Explaining, Defending and Propagating 
© their Dottrines, inveighng ard railing againſt 
© the contrary opinions in others,with as bitter 
*and reviling expreſſions as they can invent, 
© And ſuch their accuſatory Libels they diſperſe 
*abroad into all Countries, p. 112. The O- 
© riginal Mother and Nurſe of the Quakers 
©is Enzland, a Country once famous, for Ba- 
© niſhing andExtirpating Hereſies,now the Seat 
© and Centre of all manner of Errors,p.25. Nay 
© when their Number increaſed they became 
© bolder, going into Peoples Houſes when nor 
invited, intruding themſelves into company, 
Litigioully ſtarting Controverſies, Thus 
© wouid they belch out ignominious Reprea- 
© ches and Slanders againſt Religious Men ; 
*andefpecially the Minifters of Churches,p.26; 
© And now would they publickly appear on 
*the High-ways, in the Market-places, yea 
©cnrer into Churches .and that boldly too ; 
* finding fault with the Diſcourſes and Prayers 
*of the Miniſters, diſparaging and defaming 
* them and their actions with all manner of - 
£ Infolence and Impudence, p. 32. Charging 
*them to Preach only for love of Lucre and 
Reward, But in all theſe controverſies he 


*CſGeerge Fox] never conſidered how near of 
Kin 
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©Kin his own caſe was unto theirs; for tho' 
© he pretended to take all this pains and trou- 
© ble in running about to Preach Gratis, yet 
*thoſe he Preached to, ſupplyed his necefſi- 
*tics before he ask'd ir of rhem, ar leaſt-wiſe 
© he never was denyed the Liberty of coming 
Cuncall'd for (as the Flies ) and like (Mice) 
© feeding upon others Proviſion, Cc. 

Thus far Mr. Croeſe hath given a very fair 
account { tho' not from their Manuſcripts [ 
preſume) and true it is, with refpect both ro 
their riſe and progreſs in every particular ; 
as It, their Cenſorious way to accuſe, con- 
demn, and ſet at naught all Chriſtians, 2a, 
That their Doctrine 1s either new, or ſome 
old Hereſie revived and new vampt. 3aly. 
That their Religion is a meer hotch-poteh, 
diametrically oppoſite to the Chriſtian Faith, 
4thly. That »heir very buſineſs has been to 
rail on others ; to belch cur ignominious Re- 
proaches and Slanders, defaming them both 
Infoleatly and Impudently. 5thly. Thar they 
banter other Miniſters for raking Rewards, 
whil'ſt they themſelves, like Fhes, and Mece, 
come uncall'd for, feeding upon others Pro- 
viſion. 6thly. That it cannot be denyed bur 
that this grand Hereſie had irs firſt riſe in 
England, &c. whoever reads The Snake in the 
Graſs, 8&c.

George Fox ſaid he heard the Thundering 
Voice from Heaven ſaying, I have glorifyed 
thee, and will glorify thee again ;z but not a 
Quaker found to condemn this Blaſphemy. 

George Fox ſaid he was Chriſt, the Way, 
the Truth, and the Life; nor a Quaker found 
to condemn it. 

Edward Burrow faid that the Sufferings of 
the Qnakers are greater, and more unjuſt, 
than the Sufferings of Chriſt, his Apoſtles and 
Martyrs; not a Quaker found to condemn 
this Book. I except the late ſeparate Quakers 
both in England and America. 

I could enumerate a hundred Blafphemies 
like theſe, but the Quakers cannot condemn 
one.

«© Again, p. 117. They made it their buſineſs to 
£ defame and heap up ſcandalous Reproaches 
£ upon the Credit, Fame and Reputarion of the 
< Magiſtrates and Paſtors of the Church, in - 
«thoſe moſt bitter Letters to. their Friends ; 
* and ſuch practices as theſe did the Quakers 
<extol as Noble doings, and Glorious ations, 
<«&c. Again, p.97. And others in their Ser- 
£ mons and Libels caſt all manner of Reproa- 
«* ches upon thoſe Magiſtrates before all Men, 
< and imprecated all Evils{upon them, and as 
< it were, pronounce them by the command 
© of God; forgetting the Monitor and Author 
© of that ſaying; that we ſhould daily con- 
<*feſs our own Failings, and love our Enemies, 
In which relation I find the Hiſtorian very 
partial; for certainly, never did People am- 
like their Sufferings, and conceal their own 
Crimes, like the Quakers ; never ſo Infolent- 
ly defame both Magiſtracy and Miniſtry, and 
extol themſelves and their aCtions like the 
Quakers. And that the World may ſee Mr. 
Croeſe is in the right, I ſhall cite ſome few 
Inſtances of the Titles of their Books, as'a 
demonſtration to confirm what Mr, Croeſe 
hath ſaid, with ſome little matter out of ſome 
of them, as well as ſome obſervations upon 
them : Bur I cannot enlarge leaſt 1 ſwell my

vanced, &c. 

Burrow's Works p. 223. juſt. and lawful 
Tryal of th: Miniſters of this Age, by a p:rfc( 
proceeding againſt them; and hereby they are 
righteouſly examined, and juſtly weighed, and 
" truly meaſured and condemned, to aiſagree and 
be comtrary to all the Miniſters of Chriſt in for- 
mer Ages; and to agree and concur with all 
the falſe Prophets and Decervers, in their Call, 
in their Maintenance, and in their Doftrines, 
Converſations, and Prattice ; ard being brounht 
to. the Bar of fuſtice, are truly char;cd and l:- 
gally prowed upon them, and found guilty, &c.

Barrow 
the Quakers great Propher; fpoken about 
1658. by the motion of Edward Barrow's Spi- 
rit, and reprinted by theorder and approba- 
tion of George Vhitchead, Geo. Fox, Foſh, Coal, 
and others of their Teachers, Anno 1672.

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And the whole community own, ſtand by, and 
atall turns are ready to defend my Lord chief 
Juſtice Burrow's, who you ſee, firſt by a 
juft and lawful Tryal hath arraigued and con- 
demned the Clergy by wholeſale, and'for 'a 
crime, if ir were true, would deſerve it too, 
' the' not from them, wiz. being contrary to 
all the Miniſters of Chriſt, in all things, and 
according to all the falſe Prophets and Divi- 
ners inall things ; oh dreadful! You ſee alfo 
their Peticion to the Parliament, it needs no

© help to augment the number of thoſe that 
* *are for their continuance, But when I con- 
* ſider how long our Government was happy 
* without them ; how much of heat and par- 
*tiality prevailed in their conſtitution, and 
* how troubleſome and impracticable their 
* Execution are; and that in our preſent cir- 
* cumſtances they appear a. plain barriere ro 
* our happineſs, p. 11. I own it may affect the 
* preſent Eccleſiaſtical Policy ofthe Church of 
Eng- 
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© England, but 1 never took that for Prote- 
© #ancy. 

Reader, the reaſon why I have infifted 
fo long on this Head. beyond my firſt inten- 
tion, is, threefold; 1f. to ſhew W. Penn by 
his 3 firſt Books in his Proteſtant Dreſs, and 
by his laſt ſix, with his Mask off in the 
contrary Dreſs. 2, That by compariog . 
his laft ſix Books with the Quakers Addreſſes 
to the late K. ?. II. from their Anniverſary 
Synods, you will ſee they run in one and the 
ſame Channel, iſſuing from one and the ſame 
Fountain ; eſpecially when you conſider that 
from their ſaid yearly Meetings they never 
made one Addreſs to his preſent Majeſty, nor 
wrot one Book in favour of the preſent Go- 
vernment. 3. That by both their Addreſſes 
a Sample of them you'll have by and by, 
and by their Books they have joyntly and 
ſeverally born againſt the Church of Englayd 
'as with one Shoulder. Thus have | briefly 
ſhewed what a Writer W. P. hath been, and 
how he has beſtowed his parts even againft 
the Proteſtant Intereſt, the Eſtabliſh'd Religi- 
on, and the common cauſe of Chriſtianity, and 
ſol conclude this Head.

EN. Hiſt, p. x65. * About this time came 
forth a_Book call'd [a Battle-door for Tea« 
*chers and Profeſſors to fearn ſingular and 
plural mark'd in every page with the 
<Form Figure of a peny Horn-book: The 
* work was neatly done by Fohn Stubs and 
© Benja. Farly; but Fcx who beſides his Eng- 
*pliſh Tongue knew none of the Languages 
© therein [being Thirty in number, as Latin, 
© Greek, Hebrew, Caldee, Italick, Syriac, A- 
©rabick, &c.] was ſo defirous to ſeem to be 
©the Author of this Book; and that what 
© ever it contain'd of Induſtry and Praiſe-wor- 
*thineſs, had its Original from him; that 
© he even here and there ſubſcribed his Name 
© to every page, and by him confirmed p.240, 
© George Fox ſenta Letter to fobn Ill. Ring of 
* Poland, Written originally in Engliſh, and 
© ſent into Holland, and there Tranſlated into 
*rhe German Tongue. This Epiſtle was fo 
© Learnedly done, that it looked not hke the 
* work of a ſingle Perſon ; yet ſo, as that they 
<left it to Fox anignorant Fellow, who Sub- 
*ſ{cribed it only Geo. Fox. And hence it is 
# apparent, that there is no Mind ſo —_— 
ut 
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* but is apr to be carried away with the Air 
*of vain Glory ; yea, oftentimes applauſe is 
*moſt coveted by thoſe who moſt condemn 
<it in others, &c. 

Now Reader, tho my Learned Author and 
I diff-r'd about W. Penn in ſome Points, 
yet in this we agree in every punctilio, touch- 
ing the Pride, vain Glory and Ambition of 
Georze Fox, who was an ignorant Fellow, yet 
would ſeem to: be Author of a Learned Book 
containing Thirty Languages; as alſo of a 
Learned Letter ſent to Fohn UI. King of Po- 
land, in both which [as well as in divers ca- 
ſes] he gave out that himſelf was ſome great 
learnt Man, attributing to himſelf that which 
he never had, which doubtleſs was the occa- 
fion of a diſcourſe rumour'd about our Coun- 
try, about the Year 1663. or 1664. That 
George Fox had in one nights time 24 Lan- 
guages given him by Divine Inſpiration, and 
þ did bel:eve it, and divers others of us for 
near 20 years; I alſo ſpake co a Quaker now 
living and ſtill eminent amongſt them, who 


told me he ever did believe it until the late 


diviſions. Thus by his counterfeit Miracles, 
his gift of Tongues, he ſtill like Simon Magus 
gave out that he was fome great Man; tor 
thus he wrot in the Introduction, viz. All 
Languages are to m?: no more than Duſt, who 
was before Languapes were, &Cc. and towards 
the end of the Buok thus; wext follow a few 
Words to the woole matter by George Fox, who 
is before confuſion and many Languages were,&c. 
This 
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This, together with, what | elſewhere have 
quored out of his Books and Jouruals, ſhew 
that he was willing to be eſteemed a great 
Man, an old Man, a learned Man, a wiſe 
Man, an Angel, one that ſee the Heavens o0- 
pen as St. Stephen did, and much more to 
this purpoſe: -By all which it appears, that 
he was a great Deceiver. And thu-, Quake- 
riſm grew, and by deceit prevail'd in irs pro- 
greſs: And fince this learned Author hath 
given ſuch a tull proof of Fox's Pride, who 
being an Ignorant Fellow, as he ſtiles him, 
and yer deſirous to be raken for the Author 
of the ſaid Battle-door, containing Thirty Lan- 
guages, I will give hima third Inftance, w-z. 
Anno 1659. George Fox puts forth a Book, 
Entituled 4 Primmer (in contempt of Lear- 
ning) for all the Dofors and Scholars in Eu- 
rope, &c, wherein are contained 2434 Que- 
ries in this Merhod, wiz. What is a Parciciple,

well try them by the firſt,therefore we will exa- 
mine their Sincerity by the latter; and if 
their Books teach the contrary, then until 
they firſt condemn thoſe Books, we have no 


ground to believe them ſincere in what they

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So then, if the Scriptures .be Duſt, Car» 
nal, and Serpents-Meat, how are they Di- 
vine; nay, how were'rhey given forth by 
Divine.

Divine Duſt; Divine Faod for Ser- 
pentsz.a Divine . Carnal Letter. No ſure : 
Then doubtlefs theſe expreſſions were caſt up- 
on the Scriptures by way of contempr, againſt 
ſuch as profefled them ro be given by Divine 
Inſpiration z and that they were in earneſt 
the rule of our Faith and Behaviour, againft 
which the Quakers/ have both Preached and 
Diſputed this 40 years, as I can make appear 
by 49 of their Books now by me. One more I 
ſhall quote ro ſtrengthen what I ſay. Howthen 
can they be ſincere in this their Confetfion?

Conſtantine the Emperor was a good Man, 
and thought him ſincere, and accepted of ir z 
but the cheat lay here, which afterwards was 
found out 5 he wrote a Paper of what he re- 
ally believed, and ſaid he believed as he had 
written; and the Quakers have wrot Books 
that for any to ſay that Chriſt is God and 
Man in one.

Do you believe as you have confeſ- 
ſed? if you do, at the fame time condemn 
your 
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your other Books which teach the contrary ; 
if yon fay no, our Books are writ from the 
Erernal Spirit of God we cannot condemn 
them ; then condemn your confeſſion, for 
we will not have you halt between two opi- 
nions ; if God be God ſerve him; if Baal 
. ſerve him. This will be the Teſt, which were 
It put to them, you would ſoon ſee them to 
be Quakers ſtill, and not Chrittians yet : And

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And to confirm the Quakers pretend to Mi- 
racles, ſee Fox's Journal p. 370. where one 
of them by himſelf is left upon Record, as 
alſo many more, but this I will recite, viz.

*got upon his back; and the Horſe fella run- 
*ning and caſt him down upon his Head, and 
* break his neck, as the people ſaid. They 
* that were near him took him up dead and

© But nothing had he done in the name of feſus : 
* And theretore they asa People aſtoniſhed ar 
*\uch monſterous ſights ſaid, this Fellow 
Fis God's own right hand, whois called Migh- 
*ry: Many aday had he been with them, and 
© long had he made them, with his Sorcery, to 
* dote upon him; and therefore when he had 
©ncegotten himſelf a name with them of great 
© eſtimation, many believed all he Taught, 

From whence we may obſerve, by way of 
parallel, 1. That this S:»0n the Sorcerer was 
a great while, and many days with the $4- 
maritans; ſo was George Fox with the Qua- 
kers. 2. Simon Magus wrought counterfeir 
Miracles in his own Name only, and never 

in. 
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in the Name of Jeſus; ſodid George Fox, and 
thereby (like Simox) got himſelf agreat Name 
of eſtimation amongſt the Quakers. . 3. That 
the Samaritans adored S:mon Magn and call d 
him the power of God ; ſo did the Quakers, 
whil t living, witneſs Foſ6ah Coal's Letter, and 
others in the firſt part recited, and now dead, 
they haveprinted him to be the power of God, 
faxing, Miracles wrought by the power of 
God. Third: Table under the Letrer M and 
for more |of this Nature, ſee his Journa] p. 
167. 170, 103,28, 29, 258, 379. where he 
wauld make us believe he was an Angel; 
that he faw the Heaven op-:ned; that he was 
{cen at the Judgment Day; that he cured 
the Sick, reſtored the Lame, and wrought 
many other Miracles \which will complete 
the parallel, 

Bur this ſtory of Fohn Fay is ſurely as idle, 
and unworthy of being eſteemed a Miracle, as 
any thing can be found in the Popifh Legends; 
for if ſetting a Man's Neck aright, that had 
gone awry by a fall, be a Miracle, then many 
Miracles have been wrought in England and 
elſewhere, for it is very common, and yet 
was never called a Miracle untl now, thar 
theſe who publiſhed his Journa!, have ſo cal- 
led it; and | ke to this is, that one recovered 
from Sickneſs, after G. Fox had prayed, and 
if this was a Miracle, many.ſuch Miracles are 
wrought by Miniſters of the Church of Eng- 
land and others, |

©ed Anniverſary Synod on the third day of

© this Synod, from all their Churches, in all 
© Counties or Places where the Quakers ob- 
{rain footing ; bur theſe muſt be ſuch as are 
©in the Miniſtry. At this Meeting they make 
© a Catalogue of the Sufferers for their Reli- 
© gion, diſcovering what their Sufferings were, 
* and for what cauſes they were inflicted [and 
*by whom ;] when the Synods are diſmiſſed 
*ail their Acts and Deciſions are enregiſter'd 
tby the publick Authority of the Synad, which 
*are afterwards copyed from the Records in 
© order to be printed and ſent to all the Synods 
* of their Aſſociates throughout the World, They 
| have no Preſident to their Synod, Which place 
© ſay they, is ſupplyed .by the Holy Gheſt ; but 
*they have a Clark who marks down every | 
*thing moved by the Aſſembly. . Moreover, 
*1t is their cuſtome. in their Houſes never to 
*expreſs a Religious Duty with an outward 
$ yoice; 2s Praying to God, craving a Bleſ-

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* {ing &er they take Meat or go to Bed, tilk 
*rhey feel the impulſion of the Spirit, &c. 

Having contracted the ſenſe of ſeveral pa- 
ges wherein my Author relate the Way, Man- 
ner, and Method of the Quakers Church Go- 
vernment and Family Behaviour ; now I ſhall 
make it my buſineſs to ſhew how Qunakeritm 
grows, encreaſes, and makes its progreſs in 
and by theſe Ways and Methods; and there-: 
by diſcover not only that Quakeriſm tends to 
root up the Foundations of the Chriſtian Re- 
ligion, Inftitured by our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, 
who fo loved the World, that he lajd down 
his precious Life for loſt Man, but alio tends 
to unhinge the Government both of Church 
and State; and inorder to make ſome furcher 
diſcovery hereof, I ſhall digeſt the matter in- 
to a few Heads, and ſpeak briefly and diſtinctly 
toeach in their place.

This 1s the great Foundation upon 
which the Church of Rome build their Faith, 
touching the Doctrine of infallibility z and of 
which they mightily boaſt over all Proteſtant 
Churches: For, tho” all rrue Proteſtants be- 
lieve that the Holy Ghoſt is with, and will 
continue with his Church to the end of the 
World, according to Marth. 28. yet that 
thereby any Synod, Councel, or Church is 
infallible in their Precepts and Councels ; that 
as ſuch, they are to be indiſpenſably-obeyed , 
as was the Precepts of the inſpired Apoſtles; 
this they deny; and none hold it bur the 
Papiſts and Quakers: And as this vain glo- 
rying of infallibility in the Papiſts has been 
refured, ſo it will be in the Quakers alſo; 
and in order to it let us examine how, and 
in what manner the Holy Ghoſt is the Pre- 
ſident of the Quakers Counſels and Sy- 
nods, &c, 

Itis written John 5.23. For the Father judg- 
eth no man, but hath committed all judiment to

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+ the Sonv.27. and hath | ws. bim Authority td 
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execute jndgment alſo, becauſe he is the Son 
#1an: And to this agrees that Apoſtolical ſay- 
ing, As 17.31. Becauſe he hath appointed a 
day in which he will judge the world in righte- 
ouſneſs, by that man whom he hath ordained; 
whereof he hath given aſſurance unto all men, 
in that he hath raiſed him from the dead.Now this 
Text in St. Fob the Quakers do not like it 
as tranſlated, and therefore to bend the Scri- | 
pture to ſerve their deſign, and to quadrate 
to their principles, they have perverted theſe 
Scriptures in FoſahCoals Works p.93.* ſaying; 
© All Ju4gment being committed ro the Light 
© thar Lighteth every Man, the Light thar is in 
©every Man, muſt of neceſſity be Judge of 
© all controverſies, &'c. So that, it plainly 
appears from hence, as alſo in my Firſt Chap- 
ter in the Firſt Part, That whereas God Al 
mighty hath'commitred all Judgment tothe 
Son ; and hath ordained him to be Judge of 
quick and dead, becauſe he is the Son of Man, 
Therefore the Quakers tranſlate this Preroga- 
tive from the Son of God, Chriſt Jeſus, to 
their Light, which by their Logick is the Son 
of Man which I deny; and this Light to 
whom they ſay all Judgment is committed, 
and which they have in them, muſt be Judge 
of all controverſies, and conſequently their 
Preſident, which deſerves the caſting Voice, 
No marvel then that the Quakers are not 
concern'd to vindicate our Bible againſt rhe 
contempt caſt upon tt by the Papilts, as _ 
the 
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the ſame 7oſah Coal ibid. p. 104. ©Ifind the 
© reſt of his Book [5, e.A.S. the Roman Catha- 
© lick] conſiſts of divers Arguments, in which 
*he controverts with Sectaries, and their Bi- 
©hles and Miniſters whoſe cauſe I am not en- 
©oag'd in; therefore it doth not concern me 


*to Anſwer his Charges againſt them, &c. 


No, what neither Se&aries, their Bibles nor 
Miniſters? Surely tho' he thought himſelf nor 
engag'd to vyindicate the SeCctaries, nor their 
Miniſters; yet, if as they prerend to the Par- 
liament, they do believe the Scriptures to be 
Divine, and left us by Men Divinely Infpi- 
red; and that they are a rule of Faith and 
Behaviour, they ought to have vindicated 
the Bible at leaſt, Well, but ſome may fay 
what did this 4. S. the Papiſts call the 
Bible, that they the Quakers think themſelves 
thus unconcern'd to vindicare, I Anſwer, 
tis his T4eb Chapter, and which the ſame 
Joſiah Coal hath printed, -as an Abettor and 
Co-workers with him inp.

Bur 
their caſe is ſtill worſe ; for ſuppoſe any one 
or more. of them, be moved as he prerends 
to write a Meſſage, Warning or Exhortation 
to a Nation, People, or Society, as the Word 
of the- Lord God, their frequent pretence. 
This Book is firftfent up to London for inſpetti- 
on and approbation,to one of theſe Meetingsor 
Synods; where their Light is Preſident, and 
made infallible Judge, having all Judgmenc 
commirtedto it in Heaven andin Earth : this 
Synod thus Aſſembled ſhall afterwards vary 
the Title and change the Matter to make 
it harmonize with their deſign; and when this 
Writer Dyes and leaves 20 or 3o Books thus 
approved, and thus ſent abroad; the ſurvi- 
ving Synod ſhall take theſe Books, and again 
alter themgs put in and take out a ſecond 
time what they pleaſe, then re-print them 
again: And what is become of their Infalli- 
bility now ?

« Theſe Conventions are celebrated 'oftner of 
© ſeldomer as the number of their Churches is, 
© but ſo as to allot each Sex, Men and Wo- 
*men, theit diſtinct and particular Meetings, 
&c. I fay, ſince the Relation of their Wo- 
mens Meetings are here brought tolight,which 
many think are ſo dead and dying as that 
it's hard to find one m many places, and thar 
by way of commendation as I rake ir, 1 ſhall 
therefore briefly touch upon the -principal 
Heads, and Orders, both of its novel; riſe, 
and arbitrary Government; and chiefly for 
this reaſon, becauſe in all the Orders there 
is not ſo much as one Scripture proof mentio- 
ned to confirm and to ſtrengthen the ſame; 
even like Willian Smith's Primmer and Ca- 
techiſm, which contain more thafi a 100 pa- 
ges; yet, in all the Treatiſe there is-not one 
verſe of Scripture quoted, nor that Iremem- 
ber, one exhortation to read the Scriptures 
in their Family; and in his Works in Felio 
do 1 find very few Scripures quored, if any, 
and them that are quoted much perverted 
and abuſed ; but to the matter. Of Womens 
Meetings ſee an abſtract ofa Letter fromG.F. 
who was the firſt mover and ſetter of them 
up, Viz, 

Dear Friends, To whom is my Love: It 
©would be well, and be of ſervice to have a 
* Womans Meeting that you may aſſiſt and 
' inform the Men of neceflitics in what you 
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* cannot do your ſelves, and ſoit would do well 
© for the Women to have a diſtinct Meeting 
* by themſelves once a Month in the County 
* Town, meeting together about the Tenth 
© hour of the day, and keep a little Stock a- 
© mong(t themſelves. George Fox, 

This Letter was wrot about 1670. purſuant 
to his motion for the Eſtabliſhment of a Wo- 
mans diſtinct Meetings ; bur yet in many pla- 
ces they came on ſlowly; and they made but 
ſmall progreſs in this Adminiſtration of their 
Female Church Government, for it met ve- 
ry carly with oppoſition from amongſt them- 
ſelves; and eſpecially when the obſervation 
of it came to be impoſed, as a thing neceſ- 
ſary, which many looked upon a thing in- 
difterent; and therefore the Anniverſary Sy- 
nod confirmed it in all Points by one of their 
Acts, Anne 1675. A Copy thereof follow-

This new order of George Fox's for Wo- 
mens diitinft Meetings being ratify'd, and in 
all Points confirm'd, and ſpecial orders (from 
aboye) given for the ſtrict obſervation of 
# 2 them 
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them. There was then but few that in plain 
words did care to oppoſe them, notwitſtan- 
ding their was not a word of Scripture, nei- 
ther by Fox nor their yearly Meeting offer'd 
to prove their proceedings Apoſtolical, nor 
to warrant their Precept, nor to ſhew a Pre- 
fident ſince the days of Chriſt, or before, that 
Women ſhould hold a Court or Synod diſtinct 
by themſelves, have a Clark, a Book, a Purſe, 
and the management of Church Government 
once a Month, to meet in the County Town 
about the tenth hour, @c. according to the 
Order and Inſtitution of George Fox: And 
notwithſtanding there was no Scripture Pre- 
ſident nor Divine Authority to confirm this 
Order of George Fax; Yet you fee by this 
Anniverſary Synod, it was ordained, enacted, 
and decreed, by, and with the Aſfſent of the 
Delegates and Repreſentatives; that whoe- 
ver diſcountenanced them directly or indire- 
ctly, was pſo fatto to be declared excommu- 
nicate, out of the unity of their Church, 1 
might enlarge, and ſhew the Decree which 
went forth from their Anniverſary Synod 
1677. Signed with 66 Names of the Foxonian 
Quakers; condemning fohn Story, and fobn 
W:lkinſon and their Party for refuſing ſubje- 
Ction to the Decree above mentioned ; as 
I kewiſe another Letter from the Storsan Qua- 
kers out of the North, ſigned by 67 Quakers 
c1ſdaining and utterly condemning the Foxo- 
$ian Quakers, and their Pride and Arrogancy, 
Who look ypon them not only to make Lawns 

uUun- 
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unſcriptural, but when done to condemn ſuch 
as did not obey them, and over whom they 
had no power ; but I rather refer to a Book 
ſtiled a Teſtimony againſt the 66 Judges,c. 
and W. Rogers tiled The Chriſtian Dnaker. di- 
ftinguiſbed from the Apoſtate and {nnovator,&Cc. 
and my Book aforecited, where borh the ſaid 
Letters are at large,and the controverſy there- 
abouts more largely handled, 

I ſhall only add a Propheſy delivered in the 
Name of the Lord,in a Letter to Fohu Story,one 
of-the oppoſers of the Womens Meetings before 
ſeveral Witneſſes the firſt of the firſt Month 
1677. VIZ. 

* Oh 7ohn Story! what haſt thou done a- 
ainſt the Lord and thy own Soul? Thou 
*haſt divided the Heritage of the Lord, and 
©rhe good Ordinances Which Chriſt Jeſus hath 
ſet up in his Church, haft thou corntemned, 
eſpecially Womens Preaching, and Womens 
© Meetings; therefore the Lord will throw

© how haſt thou loſt thy Place and Dignity

| have recited the more ot this Letter of 
Solomon Eccles for that it ſhews, 1. That the 
Quakers believe that Womens Meetings are 
the Ordinances of Jeſus Chriſt. 2. That they 
pretend to have power to bind and looſe. 3. 
That the only way to find Mercy was to ſub- 
mit to George Fox, and conſequently to obey 
and obſerve his Laws, 4. That this falie Pro- 
pheſy, delivered in the Name of the Lord, 
mighr be from Age to Age continued upon 
the Quakers, as a brand ypon their pretence

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to Propheſy; for when the ſaid Solomon de- 
tivered this Meſſage by Letter to Fohn Story, 
the ſaid Fohn was very ill, and not like to 
livez yet it pleaſed God for the honour of 
his Name, and -rhat theſe falſe pretenders 
might be manifeſt, to give him lengrh of days 
about 4 years after. F. That they accouns 
ted George Fox the great Apoſtle of our Lord 
Jeſus Chriſt from the Firſt Inſtance. 'tis no 
marvel then that the Quakers have thrown 
off and rejefted the Ordinances of Bapriſme 
and the Lord's Supper, Inſticuted by Chriſt 
himſelf; ſince Fox their Apoſtle have ordai- 
ned Womens Meetings, From the 24. That - 
they are one with the Pope, touching the 
power of the Church. From the 34. That 
the Merits and Satisfaftion of Chriſt, as our 
Mediator and Intercefſor, of his Death and 
bitter Paſſion, are by the Quakers laid afide, 
if the only way to find Mercy with God, be 
to be reconcil'd to the Qyaker Church, From 
the 4th. That the Quakers are not zealous for 
God by their cloaking and excuſing this falſe 
Propheſy of Solomon Eccles as well as divers 
others of his Idolatrous Practices; and by 
their owning him and his Books to the laſt, 
and never paſling a publick cenſure upon him 
and his Books, From the 5r'h. That 'ris no 
marvel that they are ſo much concern'd to 
vindicate every lictle Pamphlet of their own 
withgreat charge and induttry ; but when the 
Papiſts call our Bible a brazen Fac'd, cor- 
rupt and falſe Bible ; this they ſay in ſo ma- 
0 ny 
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ny words, they are not concern'd to vindi- 
eate, this they leave to the Sectarian and E- 
piſcopalians to do; for alas they have work 
enough beſides; and as to the Bible, though 
the Papiſts call it a brazen Fac'd Book falſe 
and corrupt, yet the Quakers are not Con- 
cern'd to vindicate the Bible; and indeed 
how can they againſt rhe Papiſts, for the Pa- 
piſts would ſoon reply, what do the Quakers - 
blame us for calling your Bible a brazen Fac'd 
Book, whil'ſt you your ſelves call it Death, 
Duit, Beaſtly Wares, Serpents Food ? How 
then can you blame us, ſince we are Couſin 
Fermains, and Dear Brethren in the common 
cauſe againſt the Church of England? Good 
God, when I conſider their deep Hypocriſy 
in their confeſſhon to the Parliament, I am 
aſtoniſh'd at their impudence, and ſo I proceed 
to the next Head. 
5. Moreover, ſaith the Hiſtorian p.55. it's alſo 
their cuſtome in their Howſes, never to expreſs 

a Religions Duty with an outward Voice, as 

praying to God, craving his Bleſſms e er they 

take Meat, or go to Bea, till they feel the ims 
palſion of the Spirit.

Reader, this their praftice is ſo well known 
in England, as well as in Holland, thatI need 
not to enlarge upon itz only take up a La- 
mentation when | conſider how many Thou- 
ſand Families of Quakers there are in England, 
that never prayed to God in their Houſes, 
nor gave thanks for Bleſſings received with 
outward Voice, ſince they rurned Quakers, 
perhaps 20 or 30 years: What account then 
will they be able to give at the great and 
terrible Day ? Who have thus bewitched the 
People from the practice of the Primitive Chri- 
ſtians, Saints and Martyrs, and all Pro- 
reſtant Churches to this day, unto the pra- 
ice of the Heathen that know no God, read 
Jeremiah Io, 25. Poxr ont thy fury npon the 
heathen, and upon the families that call not on 
thy name; But, poſſibly they'll fay, they 
think of God when they go toBed, and when 
they receive the Comforts of this Life; to 
which I anſwer; if that be enough, and that 
words are uſeleſs, why then do their Teachers 
ſpeak and pray in their Meetings with anau- 
dible Voice, and ſometimes at your own Hou- 
ſes when People are there? ls this their pra- ' 
ctice only that they may be ſeen of Men? 
a thing I am jealous of; for if they look up- 
on it their Duty, why not a Duty incumbent 
upon the hearers alſo? But they ſay in Bur- 
rays Works p. 47. That, is no command of

God to thee, which God commanded to o= 
thers, unleſs they receive it a new as the 
Inſpired Apoſtles did. Thus have they raken 
away they Key of Knowledge from the Peo- 
ple, I mean the uſe of the Holy Scripture, 
which would inſtruct them better: Nay, this 
is not all, but where the Spirit of Quakeriſm 
is in its full vigor ; if they happen to be in 
company with a Man of another Profeſlion, 
whether Epiſcopalian, Presbyterian, Indepen- 
dant, or Baptiſt, who crave a Bleſſing upon 
what they receive, XF fits the Quaker with 
his Hart on, as a Teſtimony againtt that lau- 
dible Practice,

derable Kingdom, to whom belong the Care 
and Adminiſtration of all the Affairs of that 
Kingdow, In England they have a fixed 
Anniverſary Synod an the third day of Penti- 
coſt.

This may be true, but of kow dangerous a 
conlequence both ro Church and State I am 
not able ro determine, bur time will further 
manifelt: But the more they encreaſe and- 
g4jn upon their People, and believe that they 
arethe only true Church, and as ſuch, can- 
not err; that they have power tq bind and 
looſe ; and that their Preceprs and Preſcrip- 
tions are of equal Authority to that of the A- 
poltles, and thereupon ought to be indiſpen= 
tibly obeycd; I fay, as this comes to be re- 
ceived and embraced, the danger of theſe 
Annjverſary Synods will be {cen more and 
more, 
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more, and it may be when 'tis too late; for 
they not only alreadythink themſelves capable 
ro teach Judges, Juſtices, yea, and the Par- 
liament-too. Whar is their Duty, what they 
may do, and what they may not do, and the 
utmoſt confines of their Juriſdiction 7 parti=- 
cularly in the caſe of Hereſy, of which I have 
recited ſome Inſtances, and can hundreds 
morez as alſo by two of their Anniverſary 
Synods they have virtually, tho! not verbally, 
repealed great part of two Statute Laws that 
of the 22 of C. II. and that claufe of an ACX 
of Parliament 1nade in rhe Firſt of K,W.11L 
relating to Tythes by their yearly Epiſtles, 
enregiſtred by Authority of their Anniverſary 
Synods ; I need not here relate what an In- 
fluence their firſt Epiſtle had, and how lictle 
the Law was regarded or obſerved the whole 
Nation is witneſs; and as to the laſt about 
Tythes and Church- warden Rates, which the 
Parhament took care to preſerve in their old 
Channel, in the ſame Law which indulge the 
Quakers in the exerciſe of their perſwaſion 
yer this very Law they Anno 1696. Char- 
ged implicitly with Antichriſtianiſm, faying, 
P. 1. * That all due care be taken againft char 
* grand Oppreſſion, and Antichriſtian Yoke of 
©Tythes ; that our Chriſtian Teſtimony born 
© and greatly ſuffered for, be faithfully main- 
© rained againſt them, in all reſpects, and a- 
* gain ſt Steeple- houſe-rates, or Lays; as alſo 
© againſt the burthen and impoſition of Oaths, 
*E&c. Here we ſee Tythes are Antichriſtian, 
and 
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and their Teſtimony Chriſtian ; a perfe&t Map 
of their whole Doctrine ; the Parliament An- 

tichriſtian, rhe Quakers Chriſtian ; the Parli- 

ament great Oppreſlors, -the Quakers Op- 
prefſed, tho' they pay. no more than their 
Neighbours; the Parliament lay Antichriſti- 
an Yokes upon the Quakers, the Quakers the 
only Chriſtian ſufferers, and perſecuted Peo- 
ple of God ; whoſe — and perſecuti- 
ons are greater and more \njuſt, than the 
ſufferings of Chriſt, his Apoſtles and Martyrs ; 
for what was inflicted upon them, was duly 
executed by a Law; and to this practice of 
ours agree that Doctrine of St, Edw. Barrow's, 
as it is written in our Goſpel, in the Book of 
our Holy Scriptures, which we at all times 
ſtand ready to vindicate ; vulgarly calld Ed. 
Burrow's Works p. for. © Witneltes we ſtand 
* againſt Parliaments, Councels, Judges, Ju- 
© ſtices, who make and executc Laws in their 
© own wills over the Conſciences of Men ; 


*and to ſuch Laws, Cuſtoms, Courts, or 


© Arbitrary Uſi urped Dominion we cannot yield 
* obedience, &c. And therefore by this our 
Anniverſary Decree, we Ordain and Enadt, 
that the Members 'of all our Monthly and 
Quarterly Meetings, and all other our Aſto- 
ciates in every Kingdom, Nation and Coun- 
ty that adhere to us, and believe us to be 
the univerſal Church of the Firſt born, who 
cannot err, bur are led by an infallible Spi- . 
rit;that all and every of our Difciples throw off 
all theſe Antichriſtian Yokes ef grand a 
19/0, 
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ſion z and from henceforth ſtand faithful 
Witneſſes againft Tythes as Antichriſtian, a= 
gainſt Church Rates, againſt lawful Oathes, 
againſt carrying Guns; and this, as the Hi- 
ſtorian ſays, is to go through England and 
Wales, yea all the World over; and all thar 
ſuffer for their Stubborneſs and Antimagi- 
ſtratical Principles, by the ſame Edict 1s tobe 
taken into Record, who it is that ſuffer, for 
what cauſe they ſuffer, and on what account, 
I have not time to ſer forth the dangerous 
conſequences of rheſe Anniverſary Synods, 
when they once gain upon the-Feople that 
they are the only univerſal Carholick Church, 
and as (uch cannot err; that as G, Whitchead: 
Teaches, the People are to believe as ſhe be- 
lieves: I ſay, on this Doctrine of Infallibi - 
ty hangs a load of dangers; the Parliament 
ſay one thing, the Anniverſary Synod at De- 
vonſhire-houſe another ; they now argue pri- 
vately, but in time may diſpure rhe Point 
publickly : Infallibility ſticks ar nothing pro- 
vided it be for the Holy Church in the Pa- 
piſts Dialect, or for Truth's ſake 1n the Qu1a- 
kers: They are Terms Synonymous, reipe= 
(ting their Authofts, and W. Penns Books ci- 
red declare plainly, how vigorous he was for 
his near Friends and dear kindred in the late 
Reign; and the Quakers addreſlied from their 
Anniverſary Synods run in the ſame Channel, 
and flow from the ſame Fountain, for K. ?.1I. 
and - againſt the Church of England, there 
came forth publick Addretles Annually, beſides 

, Books 
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Books every Month in favour of the then 
Government and againſt the Church : But 
ſince King Wilham came to the Crown, ne- 
ver a publick Anniverſary Addreſs to King W, 
nor one Book wrot in favour of the preſent 
Governments, as anon will appear. And thus 
Quakeriſm, like the Snake in the Graſs, 
creeps on undiſcovered, or at leaſt little no- 
tice taken how ſhe ſecretly Smites, and pri- 
vately Stings, and throws out her Poyſon 
both at Church and State; She'll Arraign, 
Impeach, Try, Judge, Summons, Dialogue, 
Condeman both Magiſtrate and Miniſter, Ru- 
ler and People; yer if. ſhe be but toucht,; Oh 
how ſhe winches and giffles up and down! 
crying ſhe's wrong'd, ſhes abug'd, and allis 
malice that's faid of her; whil'ſt ſhe rakes 
the liberty to abufe, traduce, ſtigmatize and 
calumniate all other People. This is the Tem- 
per of this clamorous Woman; and tho'I do 
ſolemnly profeſs, as in the ſight of God, An- 
gels and Men,lI am not for Perſecution, neither 
dol deſire, nor none need to fear that our King 
and Parliament ſhould follow the French 
King's example in what is of the nature of 
Periecution or Cruelty; yet on the other 
hand, whea they perceive the Ingratitude of 
this infolent People, they probably may 
rake ſome meaſures to ſtop the ſtream of He- 
reſie which ſpreads like a Leprofie through 
the Nation: And foraſmuch as fomething 
that is praiſe worthy on the French King's 
part, in granting the Miniſtry; of the _ 
; me 
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med Churches leave to hold a national Sy- 
nod, and for the exemplarineſs of che French 
Proteſtants zeal for God, care of his Church, 
ſubjeCEion to the Laws according to the Evan- 
gelical Doctrine of Chriſt, his Apoſtles and 
Martyrs. I ſhall ſer down a few things wor- 
thy obſervation, from the 28 Synod held at 
Charenton near Pars the 26 day of December 
1644. as in the: 2 Vol. of Fohn 2xick's Hiſt, 
p.4. 28. tO 437. VIZ. 

The Sefſ1ens being opened with Prayer, the 
Lord Marquis of Clermont, General Deputyz 
preſented the Wrir given forth by His Maje- 
ity's Command, for calling the Synod as fol- 
loweth, | 

This day being the 12 of February 1644: 
*the King being then at Pars, upon the molt 
© humble Petition of his Subjects of the pre- 
©rended reformed Religion, to permit them

*when they ſpeak of the Pope, they are not

© nor Ceremonics thereof as humane Inventt- 
© ons and Idolatry, &c. Nor to make Colle-

_w and notwithitanding all this 
and much more that might be ſaid on the 
fame Subject, yet when King William, his 
preſent Majeſty, whom God preſerve, came 
to the Crown, and the very firſt Year of 
His Reign, did, by Law indulge them in the 
exerciſe of their perſwaſion, and give them 
all the caſe they reaſonably could defire, yet 
they made not one Addreſs to him, nor one 
Prayer for him, as they did for the late King; 
no, nor yet wrot one Book in favour of the 
Government, which made me and others ad- 
mire at their ingraritude; for, I was fo far 
of the ſame mind with the Author of the Gen. 
Hiſt. That I thought the Quakers could not 
kurt love K.W.1]H. and embrace him as their

But the children of Beliel 
ſaid, how ſhall this man ſave us? and they deſpi- 
ſed him, and brougit him no preſents [no Pray- 
ers, no Addrefſcs] bur the Kins held his peace.

mined,whether theſe Books quoted as theirs, be 
really ſoor no. Next, if proved upon them, 
Ict them either Juſtifie or retraCt them. Se- 
condly, after this is done, let them ſer forth 
certain Articles of their Faith, and if ir be a- 
greeable ro rhe Chriſtian Religion, then ler 
them condemn all their Books which teach 
the contrary : This was the way of the French 
Proteſtants; and when ſo done, let each Con- 
gregation of Quakers have their Teacher, _ 
cac 
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Each Teacher have their Congregation, and 
take care of the ſame, that ſo the Genera- 
tion of Youth be not corrupted and poyſcned 
by ſucking in falſe Notions, and imbibing falſe 
Principles in their young years: This is what 
pleaſes all Proteſtant Dilſenters, both Presby- 
rerians, Independants,andBeptiſts andfor which 
they are very thankful ro the Government, 
and in their Meetings pray heartity for the. 
preſervation thereof, as I-have heard in all 
their Socictics, And if notihing lefs then An- 
niverſary Synods, and General Councels will 
pleaſe rhefe aſpiring Quakers; before they 
have them, let them ask leave of the Go- 
vernment to hold them, and how long to 
continue the fitting thereof; and if the Go- 
vernment think good to bettow that Favour 
of them, it would be very proper that there 
ſhould be a Commilſioner or two, Ordered 
and Commitlioned by His Majeſty to reſide 
11 their Councel, the doors being open, and 
free ingre's for their Deputies, and liberty 
for them to ſpeak freely; and their Acts pur 
into Writing for preventing confuſion; and 
when this is done, it will be proper to limit 
and ſer them bounds (who of themſelves are 
boundleſs) and to relirain them trom theſe 
things following. 

I. That all cheir Miniſters who are not na- 
tural born Subje&s, but Foreigners, [ whole 
coming may be to ſpy out the weakneſles of 
our Country, to alienate the King's Subjects 
from their obedience to thcir Sovereign | 

may 
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may be excluded out of their Synod, and 
have neither place nor voice 1n their general 
Counſel. 

2. \\nd that during the rime granted them 
by Authority to hold their Synod, they may 
have no communication with Forreigners, or 
other iu{pected Perſons, as Jeſuits, &c. 

3. And foraſmuch as the Quakers are not 
by any legal conſtirution a body Politick 
therefore they ſhould not meddle in State 
Aﬀairs, 452; to condemn Acts of Parliaments 
as Antichriſtian and Oppreſſive to the Sub- 
jet ; and thereby abſolve their Diſciples from 
their obedience to their Lawful Magiſtrates, 
whom they ought to obey as the higher Pow- 
ers, ſet over them by God, entruſted with 
the ſupreme Authority, and their part is ta 
yicld a duriful ſubjection and faithful obe- 
dience, as whereunto they ſtand oblig'd b 
the commands of Chriſt and his Apoſtles, and 
the practice of God's faithful Saints and Ser- 
vants, holy Apoſtles and Martyrs in all Ages, 
by their Birth as natural born Subjefts of 
theſe Realms ; by rhe diCtates of their Con- 
{ciences, and the many Favours they daily 
receive in being defended and protected in 
their Liberty and Property, and by all kinds 
of conſideration both general and particu- 
lar, @c. 

4. That they print no Books but what are 
licens'd by Commiſſioners, appointed by His 
Majeity for that purpoſe, under pain of for- 
teiting the whole impreſſion ; this would be 

| a 
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a great means to reſtore England to its Pris 
ſtine Glory, which once it had, when it 
was famous for extirpating Hereſie ; where- 
as of latter years *'tis reported by the Hiſto- 
rian of the Quakers Hiſtory, to be a Nurſe 
for Hereſie, Cc. 

5. That they do not arrogate to themſelves 
the power of excommunicating ſuch as dif- 
ſent from them, and conform themſelves to 
the Eſtabliſh'd Religian, nor treat them Re- 
proachfully, bur that they ſiudy to be quiet 
and mind their own buſineſs, 

6. That they be not permitted in their 
Books and Sermans to call legal Puniſhments 
Perſecution ; calling the Magiſtrates Perſecu- 
tors, thereby rendering them odious to the 
common People. 

7. That they be not permitted in theſe Sy- 
nods to approve of ſuch Books, nor to teach 
ſuch Doctrine as call the national Minittry 
Witches, Devils, Antichriſts; nor the Parli- 
aments, Judges, Juſtices, and other Magi- 
ſtrates, the Beaſts that carry the Whore, Per- 
ſecutors of the Saints, nor to impeach their 
Judicial Proceedings. 

8. That they be not permitted to Sum- 
mons, Try, Judge, Arraign, Condemn, and 
Dyalogue the national Miniſtry, Magiſtracy 
and People, and thereby lift up and extol 
themſelves, as the only Catholick Univerſal 
Church of the Firſt-born, which cannot err; 
and Curie, Damn, and Reprobate all other 
Chriſtians, This has bcen their frequent pra- 

Ctice, 
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ftice, and a main Pillar of their Herefie ; for, 
when they gain upon the common People, 
that the Apoſtolick Order of the Church of 
Chriſt is re-eſtabliſh'd only amongſt them 
and that all other Societies are Apoſtates, 
Antichriſts, Heathens, and Infidels, they then 
have gained the point, and will ſoon claim 


- the Chair, andreach at the Scepter. 


9. That they be forbidden to make Colle- 
ions, and Tax the People, and lay by Funds 
as their manner is; for, as Money is ſaid to 


be the Sinews of War, ſo may it be call 'd the 


Nerve of Hereſie; but let each Society of 
Quakers maintain their own Teacher, and nor 
have a common Bank at London and Feoffees 
entruſted therewith to give 8 10 or2ol.ata 
time to their Travelling Teachers, who range 
all the World over, bantering all other Mi- 
niſters who have a ſettled maintenance, and 
are far leſs chargeable to their Hearers than 
are the Quakers Teachers, whocome uncall'd 
for, like Flies and Mice eat up the proviſion 
of others, as ſaith the Hiſtorian. 

10. That they be not permitted to call the 
Scriptures of the Prophers, Chriſt and his A- 
poſtles, by thoſe contemptible Names of 
Dearh, Duſt, Beaſtly-Ware, Scrpents-Food, 
and the like. | 

11. Bur that they be compell'd co condemn 
thoſe Books of theirs which 1o teach ; for, thus 
dorhey bring the Chriſtian Religion into con- 
tempt, in order toraiſe Quakeriſm as the moſt 
excellent of all Religions, 0G

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12, Let them not be permitred tocall the 
Church of Ergland an Adulterared Harlor, 
nor to charge her with Witchcraft and Sor- 
ceries; to be an Adulterous Womb, which 
brings forth monſterous Births; neither ler 
them be permitted to call the Book of Com- 
mon Prayer {| which is grounded on the Holy 
Scriptures, compoſed and profeſſed by our 
Martyred Anceſtors, and confirmed by Au-- 
thoriry of King and Parliament ] a branch 
which proceeded from the Pope, and from 
his Loyns [ſay they] it draws its Strength : 
Neither ler them be permitted to print and 
publiſh to the Nations, that they have ript 
vp the Bowels of the Church of England, and 
diſcovered her Adulterous Womb, and all rhe 
falſe Conceptions conceived by her, and that 
without any fear of her or her power, 

13. Neither let them be permitted to teach 
Schools, for there they read W. Smith's Prim- 
mer, and Geo. Fox's Primmer, anda certain 
portion every day of Geo, Fox's Journal, all 
which enveigh bitrerly againft the Church of 
England, and all inftitured Religion, which 
rends to inſti] corrupt Principles, whilſt the 
Bible and other good Books are laid aſide: 
Theſe things ought to be notcd, and for the 
Generation of years fake to be guarded a- 
gainſt. 

14. Upen the whole matter, theſe ſayings 
contained in the 12 particulars being great 
contempt upon the Magiſtracy and Miniftry, 
upon the King and his People, and upon the 

whole 
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whole Nation : Yet thus do their Pooks Teach, 
thus do they print and publiſh, even in fo 
many words, if they deny it, | am ready to 
prove it. And notwithſtanding this, and 
much more that might be ſaid of the ſame 
nature; yet they are fo high and rampant, 
thar when I printed my Book New Rome Ar- 

' raign'd, &c. and laid open ſome of theſe Er- 
rors, they indiited mz, and profecured me 
at Law, to'my great coft and damage; ſeiz- 
ed my Books and proſecuted me with atf 
the aggravations imaginable: And, that it 
may yet further appear how tender they are 
of their own Church, their own Minifters, 
their own Writings, and Epiſtles, I ſhall re- 
cite one of their Anniverſary Irjunctions,

(23 Hiſt. p. 62. *They (the Quakers ) 
cond-mn no Man till they hear bim, 8c. 
My Author, the Hiſtorian, is now ſo far 
beſides the matter, and gives a Relation ſo 
contrary to their practice, that He and I 
muſt part again; for I may not keep com- 
pany with him at preſent, but I muſt ſhew 
him his miſtakes. 1f, In general, They Sum- 
mons all Archbiſhops, Lordbiſhops, Deans, 
Prebends, DoCtors, Vicars, Curates, and all 
Prelaticals, as this Book ſets forth at large, 
not perſonally but ficttioufly ; and when this 
is done, they Arraign, Try, and Judge them 
unheard; to be Monſters, Witches, Devils, 
Antichriſts, Bloodhounds, Conjurers, and 
falſe Prophets ; but to come cloſer to matter 
of fact, viz. Particularly about the Year 
1676. A difference happen'd between me and 
Sam. Cater, and one of their Speakers touch- 
ing a Fine of 15 /. which I ſuffered for him, 
for that his Name and Habitation was un- 
Known to the Juſtices ſo as tolevy a Fine up- 
on his Goods and Chatrels; and in regard [ 
t thought 
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thought it but reaſonable, that he ſhould 
make me reſtitution; and alſo finding by their 
Books that in the loſs of 13550 {, by Fines 
and Diſtreſſes, by an A& of Parliament made 
the 22 of King Charles II, Entituled An A to 
prevent and ſuppreſs ſeditious Conventicles, &c. 
The Preachers,. where ftrangers never loſt 
5o 4, and thereupon (not barely for my own 
fake, bur my Fellow Hearers) I proſecuted 
Sam. Cater for reſtitution of the ſaid 5 l, 
ſuffered for him as aforeſaid, in that he did 
not declare his Name and Habitation, when 
he ſaw the Informers convicting the Meeting, 
as at large ſet forth in my Book, The painted 
Harlet both Stript and Whipt, tc. and that En- 
tituled Reaſon againſt Railing, G&c. and to which 
I refer the Reader for further ſatisfaction. Yet 
to ſhew that they condemn Perſons unheard, 
and that their judicial proceedings are Arbi- 
trary and Partial, as well as Illegal ; and there- 
in,like the high Court of Juſtice, which would 
not permit King CharlesI. to give his Reaſons, 
nor to be heard in his Juſt defence, as at large 
in The Hiſtory of Independancy, Gcc. I ſhall 
tranſcribe ſome paſſages of that Tranſaction, 
Viz. Anno 1676, 1 went to the Yearly Mee- 
ting in Lendon, and in the Face of their Af- 
ſecmoly 1 propoſed this Queſtion, wiz. © Whe- 
© cher Friends in the Miniſtry, where they are 
© ftrangers, ouzhrt not ro tell their Names, 
* and Habitations upon their apparent fight 
* of Informers coming into the Meeting, tak- 
*ing the Names of Friends in order to _ 
vick 
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eyidt the Meeting; that ſo they may ftand

© Forreigners, . and for the Preachers, unleſs 
©they declare their Names and Places of A- 
© bode, &c.: This was ſuch an unexpected and 
terrifying Queſtion, thar ir ſer the Synod on 
Fire, and ſtartled rhe moſt Eloquent Orator 
ofthem all ; infomuch, that IV. Pexn ſteps up.. 
on a Form and adjourned the Meeting to Hor- 
ſly-down Meeting-houſe in Sowthwark, the next 
day at 7 in the Morning, where (after ſome 
private debate) it terminated thus ; that un- 
cls a Magiftrate, or a Conſtable with his 
Staff came to a Meeting to demand the Spea- 
ker's Name and Habitation, he was at his 
liberty whether to declare it or no; upon 
which, finding which way the Hare run, [I 
came home; and the Month of September 
following I gave Sam, Cater a perſonal Sum- 
mons to appear at our Monthly Meeting next 
following, at Charr:r;ſe in the Ile of Ely,where 
I demanded Juſtice againft Sam, Cater ; but 
the Meeting refuſed and rejeted my Reaſons ; 
and then I appealed from thence to the Quar- 
terly Meeting as Superiorz but that Mee- 
ting allo, thro' the influence: of Sam. Cater, 
refuſed todo me right : Then I appealed from

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thence to the Yearly Meeting Anno 1677. as 
Superior to them all; and as a preparatory 
for my matter, I wrot ſeven ſheets of Paper to 
W. Penn, Called Speecbes and Paſſages grounded 
vpon an Edict made at the Yearly Meeting 
Anno 1675. Whereby the Hearers were ob- 
liged neither to forſake, decline, nor remove 
their Meetings, like worldly, fearful and Co- 
wardly Profeſſors; and on that bottom, and 
for divers reaſons grounded thereupon, I ſet 
forth the reaſonableneſs that the Preachers 
[who thus adviſe and enjoyn the Hearers, and 
exhort them to ſtand valiant and give up all} 
ſhould hkewiſe ſtand the brunt, and not ſhrink 
and turn back like Cowardly Officers, , and 
Lecome the ſame worldly and politick Pro- 
ſellors they adviſe us not to be like. I alfo 
wrot a Letter to W. Penn, f. Crook, and R, 
Barkley, referring the matter 1n controverſy 
to them, Thus being - prepar'd, I went to 
the Yearly Mecting Anno 1677. and after 
ſome diſcourſe with W. Penn, to give him his 
duc, he uſed great diligence to get me a Mee- 
ting, Which was at Ed. Mans Houſe in Bi- 
ſpopr-gate-ſireect, Zune 9th.

Cater allow, that the Meeting ſhoul1 
chuſe any but themſelves. Moreover, the

Clark. Fifthly, Well, come, 'tis not very 
late, and ſince we are entred into Dilcourſe, 
ſet us talk freely, I will warrant thee, that 
john Pennyman, George Keith, Franc Bugg, 
and Thomas Criſp, before they left us, have 
had many an Hours Diſcourſe of this Kind, 
pray then what think you of G. Whitekead 
is he not very bold to ſend out the Qua- 
kers Proteſtation againſt the meeting ap- 
pointed by G. Keith, And therein to be fo 
Preſumptuous, as to ſuggeſt, that G. Kearh 
had not Licenſe of the Ciyil Authority, as if

Teach. | Anſwer, G. Whitchzad, was not on-! 
ly Bold but Impudent. But what ſhall I fay; 
I have of late ſeen his Books, and confide- 
red them, and 'tis like him every way; [I 
remember I ſaw a Friend that was lately 
in the North,. and (ſaw his Houſe where he 
was born, not worth Fifty Shillings: I Dif 
courſed another, that ſaid he came among 
us a poor Boy on foot, and lived upon Alms; 
yer larely Riding our of Town, he had 
Ben. Antrobus to ride before him, and Tho, 
Kent, one of our Miniſters, worth many 
Hundreds of Pounds, rod behind him, car- 
rying his Portmantel, and he in State in 
the mdidle, like ſome Peer; which anſwers 
the Old Proverb; fer a Beggar on Horſe- 
back, and he knows not how to Ride. A+ 
gain, for us thar account the Church of 
England, the Whore of Babylon, and Anti- 
chriltians, Summon the Biſhops, Dialogue 
the Clergy, Arraign, Try, 'and Condemn 
the Proteſtants, and declare in our Books, 
that tis as Laudable to tolerate Popery, as 
Epiſcopacy: And after all this, to preſume 
that the Government thus Condemned, will 
ſo ſtand by us, Aſſiſt us, and Defend us, as 
not to have our Errors expoſed, this 18 ſuch 
Preſumption, and manifeſt Impudence, that 
] preſume hath not a Parallel]. 

Clark. Well, but I have heard, that in 


Scotland, as well as in France ; that the Go» 
vern- 
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yernment do not permit the Presbyterians 
to hold a Synod, unleſs they have a Com- 
miſſtoner Recide therein ; but I confeſs, we 
are above that. Firſt, we ſcorn to ask the 
World's People leave; for we once a Year, 
in Whitſon- Week hold a Synod, keep our 
Doors Lock?*d, or elſe a good Guard to keep 
out the World's People, and when weare 
mer, we conſider what Laws the Worldly 
Magiſtrates have made, which ſute not 
with our Light within. And if we find any 
for paying Tythes, or Repairing Churches, 
or the-like; them we give warning to all 
our Aſſociates, through the Kingdom of 
En:lavud, Dominion of Wales, and Town of 
Berwick, upon Tweed; not to pav to them, 
but Teſtifie againſt rhem, as a Grand, viz. 
a great Oppreiſionz and not only fo, bur 
which is ten times worſe, an Antichriſtian 
Yoke; and thereby Abfolve our Diſciples 
from their Obedience to the Laws of the 
Land. And if the King himſelf give forth 
a Proclamation to keep a Faſt, we-marter 
it no more than we do their Law for Tyth's ; 
they being both againſt rhe Commandment 
of George Fox, our great Apoſtle, ſee part 
the firſt, p. 12. Now the Queſtion is, whe- 
ther this be not great Impudence, 

Anſwer, yea; and if I do anſwer, 
I muſt ſay yea, bur 'ris like all our Pro- 
ceedings. . For Firſt, our Books reach, that 
George Fox was Glorified at Laxcaſter Afſſize, 
1664.

ful things of God: The Voice of God-. 
came to a Trooper, and bid him go toG. 
Fox for DireCtion ; F. How71ill ſaid of him, 
that he ſpake with Authority, and not like 
the Scribes ; Foſ. Cole, faid his Kingdom was 
Eſtabliſhed in Righteouſneſs, and of the 
Increaſe thereof, there ſhall be no end, 
Sol. Eccles, ſaid of him, the World was made 
by him, John Awzdland, ſaid, Dear and Pre- 
cious one, in whom my Life is bound up; 
and my Strength in thee ſtands, Then he went 
through the City of L:tchfield bareſoor, cry- 
ing, wo! wo! to the Bloody City of Litch- 
fireld; 1 ſaw in the Street a Pole of Blood, 
&c. and aHhundred Lves, Stories, and Fa- 
bles, ahd pretended Miracles in his Journal, 
&c. And for usto think that the Govern- 
ment will be againſt the Diſcovery of theſe, 
and the like Errors; no, let us not be mij- 
ſtaken, I am truly Brother Ben. afraid that 
G. Keith, Francis Bugg, Thomas Criſp, and 0- 
thers follow us up ſo to the Heels, as at 
laſt we ſhall be forced either ro Retradt 
our Errors, or do worſe, and then we ſhall 
go down faſter then we got up : And ſo fare 
thee well, cillI ſee the next Volume of G. Fox.

think the Friends have ſpoke more truth in a corner 
| in two or three hours time, than all their Leaders 
have Preached this 20 years. But ſay ſome, if theſe 
things be ſo in very deed, how came they to obtain ſo 
many and frequent Favours of the Government ? 
Anſwer, becauſe the Parliament do not know them, 
no more than Conſtentius knew the Hypocriſy of the 
Arrians, who at length, thro' their ſubtle deluſions 
and fair pretences, prevail'd and got the Pulpit and 
the Orthodox baniſhed ; and I have heard ſome fear 
the like conſequence reſpefting the Quakers: But, ler 
ſuch be ſatisfied that Quakeriſm is at the heighth and 
begins totumble ; and our Governours, both of Church 
and State, begin to ſee them. I remember that in 1693. 
They were very fair to obtain a Bill for their ſolemn 
Affirmation to go for an Oath; but when I deliver'd 
in my ſheet, ſhewing their Principles, in two hours 
time it was thrown out, and, as Col. Goldwell told me, 
there was not a Man appeared for them; and when I 
came to Loudon, March 1696. ſome worthy Members 
of the Commons Houſe chid me for not coming ſooner, 
ſaying they wanted matter of Fat; adding that the 
Quakers frequent and unwearied Sollicitation prevail'd 
with too many worthy Gentlemen, who underſtand 
not their undermining Principles. However much- 
good may their obtained Bill do 'em, ſince the x0 /. 
clauſe is in, and they barr'd from any place of Truſt, 
ſo much as of being Conſtable: And whereas their 
judgment is, whatever 1s more than yea, yea, and nay, 
nay, cometh of evil, and is Swearing, yet now they muſt 
call God to witneſs, &c. which is indeed nor leſs nor 
more than an Oath; and this pleaſes ſome of them 
that could Swear before,butſome it diſpleaſes whofay, 
the Att do them no good; for whatever is more than 
yea, yea, nay, nay, is . Swearing. Well, but may 
tome ſay, have not the Quakers Merrited the favour 
beſtowed on them, yea by the rule of contraries, for 
the Quakers have Recogniz'd the Parliament Anti- 


chriſts, 
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chriſts, the Beaſt that carry the Whore; and that it's 
23 commendable to give Liberty of Conſcience to 
the Papiſts, nay to a People that worſhip falſe Gods, 
graven Images, &c. as to tollerate Epiſcopacy, the 
falſe Church, whoſe Bowels they have ripped up; ad- 
ding, that the Common Prayer Book is Popery, and 
from the Loyns of the Pope receiv'd its Strength, ec. 


And the Parliament have, as they pretend and - often - 


boaſt, Recogniz'd them Proteſtant Diffenters, give 
them their Liberty without any reſtraint; bur how ? 
not knowing them nor their Principles, but, as Con- 
ſtantius was; are miſtaken in them, whoſe Books and 
Carriages are of two ſorts. I remember the Jaſt Whit- 
ſuntide in Nerthcoat's Shop 1n George-yard Lombard-ſtreet, 
W.M-ad the greatQuaker asked me,it I broke Bread with 
the Church of England, I ſaid yea ; what, ſid he, doſt 
thou lick up thy old Vomit ? Pl warrant you he ſaid 
no ſuch word to the Worthy Members of the Houſe 
of Commons, nor to the Biſhops of rhe Church ; no, 
no, as their Books carry ' two different Faces; fo do 
their Carrage; and if it be Criminal to conceal Trea- 
ſon againſt my natural Prince, whar 1s it to conceal 
theſe Impoſtors ? who undervaJue the Death and Suf- 
ferings of Chritt; condemn his Laws, deſpiſe his Or- 
dinances, revile his Magiitrares, and reproach his Mi- 
niſters, which I hope this Book fully fers forth ; and 
which I ſtand ready to prove our of their Books upon 
G. V's Propnſition to the Parliament, as cited by me, 
in the Firſt Part p. 123. And until they do ſo meet; 
and if proved upon them, then Rerratt chem, they are 
not to be believed, tho' in their Mczetings they like 
the Magitians in Moſes's time may make the likeneſs of 
the ſame Confeſſion and Profeflion that G, K-irh and 
others do, as well as in their late Books; yet while 
their other Books, which teach the contrary, {tand un- 
condemned, the Quakers are Quakers ſti!], and their 
Principles diametrically oppoſite toall Chriſtians, Saints 
and Martyrs in all Ages; and they ought to be guar- 
ded againſt, as Enemies to Church and Stare.
